By unanimous vote the house of dele- 
gates approved a recommendation to 
the board of trustees to create a coln- 
mission, the sole duty of which shall 
be to watch and oppose the enactment 
of laws intended to abolish vivisection. 

While this action was under cousid- 
eration, Dr. Cannon, chairman of the 


section on pathology, advocated the 
campaign of education against oppo- 
nents of the practice, whom he = ac- 


cused of untruthfulness and ignorance, 
and in another meeting—that of the 


section of surgery—results of animal 


experimentation were being described 
by Dr. Carrel of New York. 
The resolution pissed by the house 


of delegates, owing to an evident 
unanimity of sentiment, was passed 


with but little time consumed by dis- 
cussion of the subject. 

The first general session of the con- 
vention was addressed by Dr. Burrel 
of Boston, who made a plea for co-op- 
eration between the physicians and 
the public and for the education of the 
latter in matters of sanitation. 

At the evening session Dr. Harriug- 
ton of Boston took for his subject 
“States tights and the National 
Health,” and suggested that the move- 
ment for national control of the public 
health should be focussed either into 
a department “represented in the cab- 
inet or of a division of an existing de 


partment with a commissioner for a 
chief 
“Its head should be charged with 


advisory powers in relation to other de 
partments and to the states, and with 
supervisory and executive powers in 
matters pertaining to his own bureaus 
He should not attempt to meddle in 
local matters not of national concern, 
nor to encroach upon the duties of 
other branches of the government. He 
should, as occasion requires, draw on 
the whole scientific world to secure ex 
perts for the investigation of large 
problems of sanitary importance. 

“Inasmuch as no one man could be 
expected to conduct so great an estab- 
HMshment with only the advice of his 
bureau and inasmuch as the 
cordial co-operation of all the states 
would be absolutely essential to satisfy 
achievement, be should have a national 
council, consisting of 
from each state, appointed by the gov 
ernors or state boards of health.” 

As a means of carrying out this plan 
Dr. Harrington suggested the forma- 
tion of a national sanitary police sys- 
tem “to suppress the rioting of  epi- 
demics when the state is powerless or 
neglects to act.” He added: 

“It seems not unreasonable to sug- 
gest that the right of the state to be a 
national health nuisance might prop- 
erly be abridged by constitutiona! 
amendment, giving the central govern- 
ment authority to act for the common 
good when local heglect or inability 
makes it imperatively necessary, but 
only then.”

Experiment Likely to Be Watched 
With Great Interest 


FIVE MEN ARE NOMINATED 


City’s Loss on Taxable Property In 
Fire-Stricken District Amounts to 
$5,479,400--Of Public 
Over $1,000,000 Was Destroyed

Boston, June 4.—Acting Governor 


Draper yesterday afternoon sent to the 
| executive council the names of William 
| E. McClintock of Chelsea, Abraham C. 


Ratshesky of this city, Mark Wilmarth 
of Malden, Alton E. Briggs of Chelsea 
and George H. Dunham of Chelsea as 
nominees for the newly-created Chelsea 
board of control, which is to take up 
the problems of governing and rebuild 
ing the city, an experiment which is 


likely to be watched with great inter 
est throughout the country. 

Mr. McClintock is named us chair 
man for the term expiring the first Mon- 
day in January, 1913; Ratshesky and 
Wilmarth for the term expiring on the 
same day; Briggs for the term expiring 
on the first Monday in January, 1911, 
and Dunham for the term expiring on 
the first Monday in January, 1910. 

To fill McClintock’s place as chair- 
man of the Massachusetts highway 
commission the acting governor nomi- 
nated Harold Parker of Lancaster, at 
present a member of the commission, 
and Parker's place is filled by the nom- 
ination of William D. Sohier of Bev- 
erly. 

Mr. McClintock resigned as chair- 
man of the highway commission in or- 
der that he might take up the work on 
behalf of his city, as chairman of the 
city of Chelsea relief committee. Mc- 
Clintock is a practicing civil engineer. 
He was the city engineer of Chelsea 
for ten years and an alderman four 
years. He is now a member of the 
school board of Chelsea. 

Figures given out by the Chelsea 
board of assessors yesterday afternoon 
show that the city’s loss on taxable 
property in the four wards affected by 
the tire amounts to $5,479,400, and in 
addition to this the assessors report 
that the fire also destroyed non-taxable 
property worth $1,141,200 in these same 
wards. Work is now being dene to ob- 
tain the totals for ward 5, which was 
not invaded by the conflagration. 

As there is no reason to expect any 
noteworthy change either way in the 
ease of ward 5, the losses given prob- 
ably come pretty near the final tigures 
for the entire city. It is possible, more- 
over, that the upper end of the city 
may show a slight increase, owing to 
the demand for real estate in that sec- 
tion. 

The heaviest loss on taxable property 
fs reported from ward 8, where the de- 
crease is $1,818,450; after 
ward 1, with $1,473,500; ward with 
$1,419,950, and ward 4, with $767,500 
loss. 

In the matter of non-taxable property 
ward 4 leads, having lost $386,800. 
Ward 3 comes next, with $378,500 de- 
crease; ward 2, with $191,400, and ward 
1 last, with a decrease of $184,500. The

SOCIAL. 


While the social side of the in- 
dividual is not the most important of 
his make-up, social life enters into 
every department of Y. M. C. A. work, 
and may be said to be fundamental to 
the success of every phase of it. The 
young man who is away from home 
and the young man in search of com- 
panionship finds the Association build- 
ing a most attractive social center, 
with its games, music, recreation 
rooms, organized and unorganized 
clubs, banquets, suppers, and spreads. 
There have been 37 social occasions 
for men, and 14 for boys, including 
suppers during the year. This does 
not include the number of “informals” 
about the fire-place and other good 
times in connection with the educa- 
tion and physical departments. 

The Mandolin and Guitar club have 
kept their organization again this 
year, having played at various occa- 
sions for the association, and have 
filled creditably a schedule of public 
engagements. Seventy different men 


have lived in the dormitory, represent- 


(ing a great variety of occupations and 


‘coming from many distant countries 


and states. 
PHYSICAL. 


This department has been under the 
able direction this year of Physical 
Director G. S. Maxwell, who will be 
with us another year. In most asso- 
ciations this is the most popular de- 
partment of the entire work; it is so 
here with the boys, and is fast becom- 
ing so with the men. Seventeen 
classes were held each week from 
October to May, for young men, busi- 
ness, and professional men, employed 
boys, students and juniors. The total 
attendance upon all classes was 5,664, 
and 2,000 more upon other privileges 
such as bowling alleys and athletic 
meets. <A leader’s corps of ten men 
and sixteen boys was trained and used 
in class work. The bowling alleys 
have come in for their share of the 
interest; a fine team tournament tvas 
run through the winter with marked 
success. 

Basket ball teams and _ athletic 
teams have represented the associa- 
tion creditably in 55 different com- 
petitive events. Four exhibitions have 
been held showing the kind of work 
Which is being done, and have aroused 
much interest. Additional trophies 
have been won and a large number 
of prize ribbons and medals have been 
won by individual members. One of 
the “star” events of the year was the 
boys’ athletic meet held in March in 
which some 80 boys competed, repre- 
senting eight different associations; 
the trophy went to Cambridge this 
time by a fraction of a point. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

The educational committee laid out 
a somewhat larger scheme than on 
previous years and have come through 
with a better and more’ systematic 
work. Effort was made to reach non- 
English speaking men but without ap- 
parent success. Reading rooms con- 
taining 52 different periodicals have 
been maintained and have been con- 
stantiy used. A literary and debating 
was conducted with success 
With the older boys, and four prac- 
tical talks were held for men, averag- 
ing 70 in attendance. The evening

| be? It is without doubt not sanitary 


to allow burials there, but as this 
is the one historic burial place in the 
city, it would be well to give it rea- 
sonable care. 

It has been stated, that within a 
short time there has been made a be- 
quest “the income of which is to be 
devoted to the care of the Hancock 
cemetery in Quincy. 

What has been done with it? If 
one dollar has been used for that pur- 
pose, the result is not noticeable. It 
was even suggested last year, that 
as the iron fence needed repairs, it 
would better be removed. Probably 
the newer residents and perhaps 
those of the present generation are 
not aware that the iron fence was 
bought over sixty years ago, with the 
proceeds of a fair given by the women 
of Quincy, that the little God’s acre 
where rested their people, should at 
least be decent, 

Also that the texts above the gate- 
ways were selected by the lamented 


poet and scholar, the Rev. William 
Parsons Lunt, of First church. Why 
destroy that which their hands 


wrought? 

Here is the grave of the one for 
whom the town was named, a name 
which the city of Quincy should feel 
honored to bear. Upon these crumb- 
ling stones are carved the names of 
men whose descendants have been 
our most honored citizens. Men who 
have been a power in the town, in the 
state and in the nation. In this now 
neglected spot, rests all that is 
mortal of men who fought to make the 


nation, and of men who fought to 
save it, 
When strangers come to visit our 


“shrines” (and teey often do) as 
they leave the tomb of the Presidents, 
they do not visit the beautiful city of 
the dead, where rest the loved of this 
generation, but they cross the street 
to the little old graveyard ‘Where 
sleeps the rude forefathers of the 
hamlet.” What must they think as 
they trail through the tall grass and 
push aside the weeds to read the 
half-effaced inscriptions! 

Some of this destruction is the work 
of Time; but his hand might be 
stayed a little and not helped. 

At present it is doubted, if from 
Concord to Plymouth there is an- 
other spot more neglected, than the 
little old Hancock cemetery in the 
very heart of “Ancient and, Historic 
Quincy.” 

Let us hope, let us pray, that for 
the credit of the city, there may soon 
be an improvement in this respect.

| Newsy Budget 


From Shipyard 


The Des Moines has sailed from 
Port Lenox for Vera Crutz. The 
Cuttlefish and Viper have arrived at 
New York. 

The working of the ship subsidy 
in other countries is shown by a New 
York dispatch to the Herald: The 
turbine steamers Lusitania and Mau- 
retania have earned for the Cunard 
Steamship Company an annual sub- 
sidy of $750,000 per year, according 
to a cable message from Liverpool, 
received Tuesday by the New York 
representatives of the Cunard line. 
The message notified the New York 
office of the Cunard line that the 
British government announced in 
Parliament on Monday: that the two 
great steamers had fulfilled all con- 
ditions of the subsidy agreement. 
The conditions of the agreement were 
that the ship should make 24 1-2 
knots per hour for a transatlantic 
round trip. The Mauretania has 
averaged 24.86 knots per hour west- 


bound and 24.42 east-bound. The 
Lusitania has averaged 24.83 west- 
bound and 23.62 east-bound.

The Vermont stood 9th, the 
Rhode Island 13th, and the New 
Jersey 16th, in the list of 21 battle- 
ships. The cruiser trophy went to 
the Albany, and the star cruisers are 
the St. Louis and Charleston. The 
Des Moines was at the bottom of the 
list of twelve cruisers. The gunboat 
trophy went to the Wilmington with 
the Yankton as the star ship. The 
torpedo boat destroyer trophy went 
to the Perry. The Lawrence stood 
fifth in the class of eleven and the 
Macdonough is not reported.

NOT SURE: FOR TAFT 


| Claims of Nomination oa the 


First Ballot Are Disputed 


ANTIS HAVE POOLED ISSUES 


Much Will Depend Upon Settlement 
of Unusually Large Number of 
Contests For Seats--An Exhibition 


of Bitterness Is Expected 


Chicago, June 5.—Political activity 
has commenced in earnest around the 
Auditorium and the Auditorium Annex, 
and the Coliseum, where the Republi- 


can national convention Is soon to be 
held. The Cannon headquarters have 
permanently opened in the Auditorium, 
und the aunouncement is made by a 
uumber of the politicians friendly to 
candidates other than William H. Taft 
that Foraker headquarters will be 
opened very soon in the Great North- 
ern hotel. 

Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati, 
brother of the secretary of war, is in 
Chicago and announces that he ex- 
pects the secretary to be nominated 
without dilficulty on the first ballot. 

Vice presidential gossip is promi 
nent for the first time, the names of 
Senator Dolliver of lowa and James 
S. Sherman of New York being men 
tioned. John H. Hammond, the min- 
ing engineer, is also talked of. 

At the headquarters of Joseph G. 
Cannon it is declared that the estl- 
mates of strength made by the Taft 
people are largely overdrawn, and it is 
asserted that the Illinois candidate 
will not only have more strength than 
has been generally credited to him, but 
that the Taft people will not be able 
to show more than 350 yotes on the 
first ballot. 

The full Republican national com- 
mittee will begin today the hearings 
on which will be determined the con- 
tests involving 229 seats in the con- 
vention. The number of coutests filed 
is so large that the settlement easily 
has become the most important of the 
pre-vonvention proceedings. 

The nomination of the Republican 
candidate for the presidency hinges 
absolutely upon the decision of the 
members of the national committee and 
the subsequent approval of that de- 
credentials committee of 
the convention. Half of the contests 
decided in favor of Mr. Taft would re 
sult in his winning on the first ballot, 
while failure to capture this number 
unquestionably would put the nomina- 
ton in doubt. 

Realizing the necessity of keeping a 
majority of the contested delegates out 
of the Taft column, the representa- 
tives of other candidates have pooled 
issues in most of the cases and the 
proceedings therefore largely will be 
resolved into a Taft and anti-Taft con 
troversy. 

If the program mapped out by Na 
tional Chairman New to govern the 
proceedings of the committee in hear 
ing the contests is carried out, little op- 
portunity for fine arguments or ora- 
torical effort will be presented. This 
program will provide for daily meet- 
ings to begin at 10 a. m. and continue 
until 6 p. m., without recess for lunch- 
eon, Thirty minutes for each side will 
be allowed in state contests, involving 
the seating of four delegates-at-large 
aud their alternates in each case. 
There are eleven such contests. Tl if- 
teen minutes on each side are to be 
allowed in the argument of each of the 
district contests. 

Chairman New estimates that if this 
schedule is followed and no delays re- 
sult, it will require 114 hours to dis- 
pose of the contests, without taking 
into consideration the time required for 
deliberations of the committee. of 
course, there are some states where 
the issues in some of the districts are 
identical with the contentions over the 
delegates-at-large, and some _ time, 
therefore, may be saved in discussion 
of such cases. 

It is not likely that the committee 
will be able to dispose of more than 
the Alabama contests today. These 
are regarded as the pivotal cases in the

entire controversy, and an exhibition 
of bitterness is anticipated by the 
committee over their settlement. All 


of the nine districts in the state are con- 
tested as well as the four delegates-at- 
large. The disputes are complicated 
by all sorts of factional differences, 
and their importance is further {n- 
creased by the fact that Alabama 
comes first In the roll of states. The 
issue in the state and that of the vart- 
ous districts are identical. 

There are two factions in Alabama 
Nepublican politics at the present time 
und both have sent complete sets of 
delegates, involving twenty-two seats 
jn the convention. One of these Is advo- 
eated by Julius W. Davidson and Na- 
tional Committeeman Scott and the 
ether by State Chairman Thompson. 
The Thompson delegates are instructed 
for Taft and the Davidson-Scott dele- 
gates are not instructed at all. Out- 
tide of the merits of the case, it is not 
known what effect the courtesy rule of 
members of the national committee 
Btanding by one of their own member- 
ship may have on the vote.

Within the doomed 
fireroom, which is one of the sixteen 
enclosed fire compartments, the = sur- 
viving seamen were fighting for life. 
Reinhold and Meek were stricken dead 
at their posts. and Wood 
crawled into the adjoining fireroom, 
No. 11, and died almost immediately. 

The surviving seamen, all of whom 
suffered some injuries, acted with the 
greatest heroism in aiding their unfor- 
tunate mates.

Pittsfield Police to Be Assisted by 
Italian Detective From New York--

Reason For Plot 


Dittstield, Mass., June 9.—Because of 
the receipt of Black Hand letters by 
William Pollock of New York, a sum 
mer resident of this city, and because 
of Mrs. Pollock’s arrival, the employes 
of “Holmesdale,” the Pollock 
have organized into a garrison. 

The men are urmed with shotguns 
and rifles, aud are under the command 
of George bk.

In addition to the employes, half a 
dozen of whom are Italians, Pollock 
dius sent to New York for an Italian de 
tective lo assist the local police in run 
ning down the meu who have threat- 
ened his life. 

The first letter, received last week, 
was mailed in Albany and began with 
“Dear Miss.” The second was mailed 
in Pittsfield and was addressed to 
“Dear Will.” Both are written in 
printed characters with a stub pen. In 
discussing the matter, Pollock said: 

“It is incomprehensible to me that 
any of our Italian citizens, many of 
whom we have employed on our place 
here and whom we had always treated 
with the greatest consideration and 
kindness, should formulate a plot of 
this kind.” 

Oflicers were sent today to investi- 
gate an Italian lumber camp on the 
“mountains about two miles eust of 
Holmesduale., One night last week a 
gang of drunken choppers were ordered 
off the Pollock place. No clue could be 
obtained. 

Neither Chief White nor Pollock be 
lieves that the letters are from the 
dreaded secret society, but think they 
ure from local Italians who dynamited 
the house of « countryman last Febru 
ary.

One of Newport's Finest Hostelries 
Reduced to Ashes 

Newport, R. 1. June 9.—The new 
Cliff hotel, on Cliff @vVenue, one of the 
| camous summer resorts of this city, 
was destroyed by fire this morning. 
Whe hotel had recently been remodelled 
and was to have been opened for the 
season tomorrow. The only persons in 
the building when the fire broke out 
were Manager Jordan and his wife 
und son, aged 12. 

Jordan and his wife occupied a room 
on the second floor. About 1:30 they 
were awakened by the ringing of the 
telephone in the room and some one in- 
formed them tbat the hotel! was on fire.

HOW THEWRIGHTS FLY 


Machine In Which They Made 
Forty Miles an Hour. 


BAIL AIR JUST LIKE A BIRD. 


Principle of Floating Disk Utilized. 
Propeller and Rudder Added to 
Wings of Cloth Over Spruce Frame. 
Hundred Miles an Hour Hoped For 
With a Larger Machine.

explanation shows that the wethed by 
which stability is attained in varying 
air curreuts is so simple as to be star 
tling. From a standard in the cepter 
of the machine are suspended by their 
two inner corners wovable angled par 
allelograms, the upper and lower 
planes of which linen is stretched. 

In calm these “wings” are parallel 
in a horizontal position with an equal 
pressure on their lower faces. When 
the machine is struck by a wind cur- 
rent its operator by an arrangement of 
cords and pulleys elevates one wing 
and depresses the other so as to equal 
ize the resistance, and the aeroplane, 
just as a bird does, comes again on an 
even keel. That is the whole secret of 
the Wright aeroplane, which, experts 
declare, bas brought the free navigation 
of the air into the certainties of the 
near future. 

“I believe our machine is the nearest 
approach to the practical flier In exist- 
ence,” said Mr, Wright. “The French, 
who say they are the greatest investi 
gators of aerial navigation, are model- 
ing all their machines after the Wright 
type as neurly as they cau without in 
fringing on our patents. With the ex 
ception of a few details of construction 
that necessarily had to be kept secret 
in order to preserve the commercial 
value of our invention, practically ev- 
ery part of our machine bas been pat- 
ented in every country in Europe and 
America. In a few months our patents 
will be complete. Then a full and de 
tailed discription of our machine will 
be made public.” 

Here ts Mr. Wright's description of 
the machine: 

Approximately it consists of a boxlike 
frame forty feet wide. seven feet long and 
seven and a half feet deep made of 
spruce and ash. At the center and top 
front is a front rudder, a feature which 
the Wrights introduced and which has 
proved superior to the old method of a 
@ear rudder. In the center to the rear is 
the tail of the machine. approximately 
twelve fcet In length, less than one-third 
the length of those on French fliers. This 
consists in different models of one or two 
vertical cloth covered frames. 

At the rear, balancing the machine and 
as near the center as possible, are two 
propellers. Below the framework and to- 
ward the front is a skid similar to the 
Tunners on sleds. This is used for land- 
ing and differs in this particular from the 
French machines, which are equipped 
with wheels. Fora portion of twelve feet 
at each end the upper and lower frame- 
work is provided with a surface of strong 
cotton cloth. 

With the wheel arrangement the French 
find it dangerous to effect a landing on 
smooth ground with the machine travel 
ing at a rate of more than ter miles an 
hour. With our skid we can land safely 
on any ground other than absolutely hilly 
while our machine is traveling at a rate 
of fifty miles an hour without any partic- 
ular danger to the machine or the per- 
sons operating it. 

In the center of the machine at the bot- 
tom is a small double whee! truck, which, 
running on a monorail, is used while the 
machine is acquiring speed enough to 
leave the ground. The monorail is easily 
movable in any direction. The machine 
weighs about 80 pounds, and in addition 
to its own weight, including a four cylin- 
der motor of between twenty-five and 
thirty horsepower devised and made by 
the Wright brothers themselves, it can 
carry two men and fuel enough to drive 
the machine 300 miles. It can carry 
enough fuel with one man aboard to tray- 
el 500 miles. 

In the tests at Kitty Hawk the ma 
chine made a five mile flight, travel- 
ing as high as sixty miles an hour. 
The government test is away below 
the muchine’s limit, according to Or- 
ville Wright) He says that the same 
model used in the Kitty Hawk trials 
will be used in the government tests. 

In the earlier experiments of the 
Wrights the first impulse of motion 
Was relied on by the navigators of the 
air. No motor was included in the air- 
ship's equipment, the start of a flight 
being made from a height and the prin- 
ciple of the floating disk being utilized. 
This of course allowed the machine to 
come to a standstill after a time, and 
it crashed to the ground repeatedly, 
its weight being in slightly greater 
proportion to its size than that of the 
disks used in illustrating the simple 
principle. Then the motor and pro- 
peller were devised, and the Dayton 
aeronauts became known as men who 
bad solved the problem of filght.

Newsy Budget 
From Shipyard 


Secretary Metcalf announces that the 
two new battleships authorized at the 
last session of Congress would be named 
Florida and Utah respectively. He 
said that the next battleship authorized 
would bear the name Wyoming. The 
name of the monitor Florida will be 
changed to that of some other city ib 
that state. 

Congressman George E. Foss, chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs of Congress, was the speaker on 
Friday evening, June 5, at the Hamil- 
ton club at Chicago. He said in part: 

“Wherever our great fleet shall sail 
not only will it demonstrate our 
strength in the Orient—and the peo- 
ple over there don’t recognize virtue 
unless it is backed up by power— 
but it will be a gentle reminder that 
the United States always will defend 
her interests in this hemisphere and 
will not forsake her interests in the 
other hemisphere.” 

“The cruise has demonstrated that 
our ships are bullt right and silenced 
the criticisms of men who have served 
a short time in the navy and attack 
it in the press. It has shown in tar- 
get practice in Magdalena that our 
target practice today leads that of 
the world. The cruise called the at- 
tention of our people to the fact that 
we have a Pacific as well as an At- 
lantic coast line and that having two 
seaboards our navy must have two 
fleets. 

“It has shown the friendship of 
South American countries and as a 
result of the fleet’s visit there we will 
cultivate more cordial relations with 
the countries of South America be- 
cause they will always realize that 
South and North America are bound 
together by the Monroe Doctrine and 
that Uncle Sam has the power to back 
it up against the world. _ 

“It has called attention to the fact 
that the trend of our developments is 
toward the west and it has called the 
attention of the people to the im- 
portance of building the Panama 
Canal to bring the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coast lines closer together.”

Millions of 
Gallons Discharged 
Daily Off 

Peddocks Island 


The annual report of the Metropoli- 
tan Water und Sewerage Board just 
issued hus much of interest to Quin- 
Cy. 

In the South Metropolitan System 
there are maintained 40.25 miles of 
main sewers, with which are connect- 
ed 479.51 miles of local sewers, hav- 
ing 111 connections with the Metro- 
politan System, 

The Back Bay, Roxbury, West Rox- 
bury, Brighton and Dorchester dis- 
tricts of Boston and the towns of 
Brookline and Milton still maintain 
both separate and combined sewers, 
but all the other districts contribu- 
tory to this system maintain separate 
sewers. 

The Ward Street pumping station, 
the Quincy pumping station and the 
screen-house at Nut Island are main- 
tained for the disposal of sewage for 
this system. 

There have been pumped at the 
Ward Street station an average of 
23,500,000 gallons per day, with an 
average lift of 41.57 feet, at a. cost of 
$0.074 per million gallons per foot 
lifted; and at the Quincy station 
3,615,000 gallons, 21.04 feet lift, at an 
average cost of $0.254 per million 
gallons per foot lifted. 

An average of 40,600,000 gallons of 
sewage has passed daily through the 
screens at the Nut Island screen- 
house, and has been discharged from 
the outfalls into the outer harbor. 
The maximum discharge per day, 
Which occurred during a heavy storm, 
was 137,000,600 gallons. The dis- 
charge of sewage through the outfalls 
represents the amount of sewage 
contributed in the South Metropolitan 
System, which was at the rate of 215 
gallons per day per person of the esti- 
mated number contributing sewage 
in the District. The daily discharge 
of sewage per capita is considerably 
larger in the South Metropolitan 
District than it is in the North 
Metropolitan District, because, ow- 
ing to the large size of the High-level 
Sewer, more storm water is admitted 
at periods of heavy rainfall. 

The additional pumping engine 
which has been obtained for the 
Quincy station has been in operation 
since March 1, and has been success- 
ful in relieving the station from the 
troubles which had occurred, partic- 
ularly in periods of unusual rainfall. 

A small area in the districts of 
Dorchester and town of Milton, which 
is so low that its sewage cannot be 
carried into the High-level Sewer ex- 
cept by pumping, still disposes of its 
sewage through the Boston Main 
Drainage Works, and for this a rental 
is paid to the city of Boston. Other- 
wise, all the sewage of the South 
Metropolitan Sewerage District is 
disposed of through the outfall pipes 
from Nut Island. 

The expenditures for maintenance 
of the South Metropolitan System for 
the past year were $95,513.11. 

The loans for the construction of 
the various parts of the South Met- 
ropolitan System have amounted to 
$8,867,046.27. The receipts applicable 
to the loan fund have been $10,106.60. 
The amount of expenditures approved 
for payment in the year 1907 was 
$459, 807.64. The total amount of ex- 
penditures approved for payment 
from the beginning of the work has 
been $8,182,580.79. The balance on 
hand for the South Metropolitan Sys- 
tem on January 1, 1908, was $694,572.- 
0s. 

The bonds issued on account of the 
loans have been for varying periods, 
not exceeding forty years, and bear 
interest at the rate of 3 per cent. and 
31-2 per cent. The premiums re- 
ceived on account of the sale of 
bonds on the North Metropolitan Sys- 
tem have amounted to $175,518.65, 
and those received on account of the 
South Metropolitan System have 
amounted to $400,332.03. 

The amount expended for main- 
tenance of the North Metropolitan 
System in the year 1907 was $138,271.- 


99, and for the South Metropolitan 
System $95,513.11, a total for both 
systems of $233,785.10. 

The assessments made to meet in- 
terest, sinking fund requirements, and 


maintenance and operation of the} 


North Metropolitan System amount- 
ed in the year 1907 to $270,448.12, and 
the assessments for the South Metro- 
politan System amounted to $503,- 
860.49. 

The new centrifugal pump at the 


Quincy Pumpting Station was pur-| 


chased from the Lawrence Machine 
Company, having a capacity of pump- 
ing 10,000,000 gallons per 24 hours, 
was in the early part of the year 1907 
fully installed in connection with the 
compound vertical engine, both en- 
gine and pump being of a_ standard 
type. Two additional boilers of about 
100 horse-power each were supplied, 
The whole additional piant has been 
in operation since March 1,1907. 

Assessments for the year, amount- 
ing to $270,448.12 for the North Met- 
ropolitan System and to $503,860.49 
for the South Metropolitan System, 
were required for the payment of in- 
terest and sinking fund requirements 
and the cost of maintenance and oper- 
ation of works. The requirements for 
the North Metropolitan System 
were: for interest, $123,858.39; for 
the sinking fund, $53,144.64; and for 
maintenance, $93,445.09. For the 
South Metropolitan System the re- 
quirements were: for interest, $367,- 
726.72; for sinking fund, $48,198.97; 
and for maintenance, $87,934.80. The 
assessments for the North Metropoli- 
tan System were made upon the cities 
and towns in the District in accord- 
ance with chapter 369 of the Acts of 
the year 1906, and the assessments 
for the South Metropolitan System 
were made in accordance with ratios 
fixed by the Apportionment Commis- 
sioners appointed under the  provi- 
sions of chapter 424 of the Acts of 
the year 1899, and the respective as- 
sessments were as follows:

LOUISIANA'S CONTEST 


National Committee Votes to 
Seat Both Delegations « 


EACH MAN HAS HALF A VOTE 


Vice Presidential Situation Brought 
to Front by Opening of Hammond 


Headquarters--Guild Boom Will 
Soon Be Strongly Urged wo 
Chicago, June 10.—After working 


for four days and with five additional 
days yet to come before the meeting of 
the convention, Republican na- 
tional committee adjourned lute yester- 
day with two-fifths of its contests de- 
cided. 

The committee yesterday decided 
sixteen contests, affecting thirty-six 
delegates. The contests comprised the 
delegates-at-large in Louisiana and 
Missoury seven districts in Louisiana, 
six distMicts in Missisippi and one ia 
Missouri. 

The Louisiana contest, which was 
the most important of the day, resulted 
in a split delegation, the committee de- 
elding, on a division of twenty to thirty, 
to seat both the “Lily White,” or Taft 
delegation, and the “Black and Tar” 
with half a vote for each. This agree- 
ment was not reached until after re- 
peated conferences and anxious tele- 
graphing and telephoning between 
Chicago and Washington. 

The decision finally reached by the 
committee was carried out with the 
consent and approval of both Secretary 
Taft and President Roosevelt. It pro- 
vided that the Republican party in 
Louisiana shall be reorganized under 
the direction of a committee of three, 
composed of the chairman, the secre- 
tary and one member of the incominz 
national committee. 

The agreement as reached between 
the Taft and anti-Taft elements on 
the committee was highly displeasing 
to the “Lily Whites,” headed by ex- 
Governor Wermoth, who declared with 
great emphasis that he would not ac- 
cept the compromise, but would carry 
the fight before the credentials com- 
mittee. 

The “Black and Tans” accepted the 
compromise with entire satisfaction. 
They have entered into a tentative ar- 
rangement by virtue of which their 
votes will be cast for ‘Taft They 
claimed that they were fighting espe 
cially for recognition of their organ- 
ization, and that with them all other 
questions were comparatively dwarfed. 
The agreement to vote for Taft, how- 
ever, is not binding, and to all intents 
and purposes the “Black and Tan” 
votes from Louisiana are uninstructed 

@he division on the Louisiana com- 
promise was the first test of strength 
since the committee met. This was not 
decisive, because a number of anti-Taft 
men voted for the settlement. Later, 
however, a vote was taken at the con- 
clusion of a hearing of the contest from 
the Fourth Mississippi district. Com- 
mitteeman Scott of Alabama called for 
a division, and thirty members of the 
committee rose to their feet in favor 
of seating the Taft delegation. On the 
eall for negative votes nobody arose 
and the Taft managers were thereby 
assured that they had at least thirty 
yotes on the committee.

The opening of headquarters for 
John H. Hammond of Massachusetts 
during the day brought the vice presi- 
dential situation to the front. He was 
the first to show his candidacy in a 
definite form, but coincident with his 
activity came the movement in behalf 
of Governor Guild of Massachusetts, 
who will be strongly urged when the 
full force of the delegation from his 
state arrives late in the week. 

The New York candidates are nu- 
merous. ‘They are George B. Cortel- 
you and Representatives Sherman and 
Fassett. The east also has brought 
forward another possibility in the per- 
son of Franklin Murphy, former gov- 
ernor of New Jersey and national com- 
mitteeman of that state. 

From the west Senator Dolliver of 
Iowa will be most prominently men- 
tioned. Senator Burrows of Michigan, 
who is to be temporary chairman of the 
convention, and Lieutenant Governor 


Sherman of Illinois also have sup- 
porters among the politicians. 
Much of the discussion as to the 


availability of these men centered tpon 


their campaigning abilities. On this 
point the friends of Guild, Dolliver, 


Burrows and Sherman of Illinois were 
especially insistent, the advocates of 
all four claiming that their man is 
particularly well fitted to take up the 
position that will be imposed upon the 
vice presidential candidate between 
the time of his nomination and the 
opening of the polls in November, 

There was some talk that the placing 
of Cortelyou on the ticket would be 
open to criticism, in that two members 
of the present cabinet would be run- 
ning for the chief offices of the coun- 
try, provided that Secretary Taft is 
nominated for the presidency. To this 
the friends of Cortelyou replied that 
while the secretary might be popular 
with the administration, he also pos- 
sessed outside strength of his own 
with the commercial interests of the 
country, which would render him‘ an 
available candidate. 

Despite the generality of the talk on 
the vice presidential situation there is 
no inclination on the part of any of the 
leaders to pose as authority for or 
against any candidate. All assert 
that the situation cannot be brovehbt 
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to a focus as yet and that develop- 
ments of the next few dhys may 
change the entire aspect of affairs. 

A bomb was thrown into the Taft 
camp last night, when it became known 
that the “allies” werg planning to 
combine and concentrate their strength 
on Speaker Cannon. Although the 
story was discredited at first, it de- 
weloped to such an extent earty in the 
svening that the Taft managers, some 
of whom were attending a banquet at 
the Hamilton club, were mustered to- 
gether to plan a coup to offset the Can- 
non boom. 

In spite of all the Taft talk, there Is 
a tremendous undercurrent for Roose- 
velt, and it would require but little to 
make it almost overwhelming. 


Mitchell For Vice President 

Dallas, June 10.—At a conference of 
leading Democrats of Texas John 
Mitchell, former president of the 
United Mine Workers, was endorsed 
for vice president on the ticket with 
W. J. Bryan, and a national campaign 
in the interest of the labor leader was 
launched. 


Crawford Defeats Kittredge 

Sioux Falls, S. D., June 10.—Re 
turns from the Republican primary 
election indicate the uomination of 
Governor Crawford for United States 
senator over A. B. Kittredge, the pres 
ent incumbent, by about S000 majority. 
The nomination of State Senator Vas- 
sey, the Crawford candidate for gov- 
ernor, is equally probable.

NO AGTUAL ALLIANCE 


But England, France and Rus- 
sia Have an “Understandiag” 


EDWARD’S VISIT TO RUSSIA 


Affairs of Great Moment Were Dis- 
cussed and Will Have Diplomatic 


Consequences~Persian Question 


Must Soon Be Thrashed’Out 


London, June 10.—Foreign Secretary 
Grey’s announcement in the house of 
commons that no negotiations for new 
treaties would be initiated during King 
Edward’s visit to Reval has put an end, 
tor the time being, to the talk of a prob- 
able triple alliance between France, 
Russia aud Great Britain, but it has 


not affected the hope of those English- 
men who are desirous of closer rela- 
tions between these three powers that 
important diplomatic consequences 
will result from the meeting in Russia 
of King Edward and Emperor Nich- 
dlas and their respective foreign ad- 
visers. 

There is no secret made of the fact 
that the presence of Sir Charles Hard- 
inge and M. Iswolsky at Reval is for 
the purpose of discussing “questions 
that have arisen eut of the convention 
which put an end to the recriminations 
between Russia and Great Britain over 
Persia, Thibet und Afghanistan, but 
more particularly the present unsatis- 
factory state of affairs in Persia. 

The good effects of this agreement 
already have been shown in the speedy 
ending of the threatening frontier war 
on the Indian border, a situation which, 
in the old days of suspicion and enmity 
between Russia and Great Britain, 
might have led to an Afghan war 
The unanimity of the two governments 
in dealing with Persia also has proved 
the stability of this agreement, but the 
shifting conditions in Persia make nec- 
essary a thorough threshing out of this 
question. 

Another more difficult question—one 
that might be resented by the other 
powers did they know it was receiving 
attention—is the Macedonian affair. 
It is hoped that this can be settled by 
the cordial co-operation of Russian and 
British diplomacy. 

Following so soon upon the visit to 
England of President Fallieres of 
France, it is hard to disabuse the pub- 
lic mind of the feeling that King Ed- 
ward's trip to Reval has also some re- 
lation to European affairs, and, as an 
actual alliance is considered impossi- 
ble at present, serious thought is being 
given to the suggestion that this ex- 
change of visits signifies that Great 
Britain’s policy in Europe will, in the 
future, follow closely that of the dua! 
alliance, France and Russia. 

The foreign office says that too much 
significance must not be attached to 
this visit, but this is the usual official 
policy during such negotiations. A 
close observer of Anglo-Russian rela- 
tions summed up the probable result of 
the meeting in the following words: 

“That King Edward's visit will have 
diplomatic consequences may be taken 
for granted, but the interviews be 


tween King Edward and Emperor 
Nicholas will contain no threat for 
neighboring countries. They are 


rather a friendly completion of the 
Anglo-Russian agreement, proof of the 
spirit in which it is to be observed by 
the parties to it.” 


Meeting of King and Czar 

Reval, June 10.—King Edward VII 
and Emperor Nicholas exchanged royal 
visits yesterday on board the Polar 
Star, in waters of the Bay of Reval, in 
the Gulf of Finland. It was a notable 
meeting and one which may have a far- 
reaching effect in the world policies 
of the future. 

The day was brilliant with sunshine. 
The hills and the wooded shores of the 
bay were crowded with thousands, and 
the arrival of the king by sea and the 
ezar by land was made the occasion of 
much enthusiasm. 

In the evening boatloads of German. 
Esthonian and Russian residents 
steamed out into the roadstead and 
serenaded the royal visitors with na- 
tional folksongs and village rounde- 
lays, the singing of the Esthonians be- 
ing particularly pleasing coming over 
the moonlight waters. 

Nothing with regard to the purport 
of the conversation between the king 
and emperor and the ministers has 
been published. 


Serious Conditions In Persia 

St. Petersburg, June 10.—A growing 
state of anarchy in Persia js reported 
in all advices received here. While 
there is an attempt fo maintain an at- 
titude of optimism, there is evidently a 
partially concealed apprehension of a 
serious turn in events. <A dispatch 
from Tabriz says that a strong anti- 
Russian movement has broken out in 
Rorthern Persia. 


Belmont Cannot Recover 
New York, June 10.—The watchers 
at the bedside of Oliver H. P. Belmont 
are this morning waiting for the end. 
Since early yesterday afternoon Bel- 
mont has been unconscious and all hope 
ef his recovery has been abandoned.

Panama’s Commercial Supply of 
Firearms All Bought Up 


WASHINGTON IN A WORRY 


Planning to Prevent a Threatened 
Revolution--Squiers Gives Some In- 
formation and Receives Valuable 


Advice From the Secretary of State 


Washington, June 10.—After an ex- 
tended conference between Secretary 
Root and Minister Squiers, it was an- 
uounced that Squiers would return vo 
his post at Panama. It is understood 
that Squiers furnished much informa- 
tion in detail regarding the political 
situation on the isthmus, and in turn 
received some valuable advice as to 
the necessity of the American legation 
preserving absolute neutrality as be- 
tween the respective candidates for 
the presidency of the republic. 

The Panama elections, which take 
place on July 11, are giving the Amer- 
ican administration much concern be- 
cause of the expressed declaration of 
both political factions to resort to force 
in the eprnt of failure at the polls. 

It is stated on reliable authority 
that the commercial supply of  fire- 
arms and weapons of all descriptions 
have been bought up and that practicai- 
ly every voter in that country is armed 
for this special occasion. 

The interest of the United States is 
explained to be two-fold in the matter: 
First, its treaty obligation, supple- 
mented by the Taft agreement respect- 
ing this election to maintain a repub- 
lican form of government; and second, 
its great property interest in the canal. 

Officials who are considering the sit- 
uation have reached the conclusion that 
it will be much more satisfactory to 
all concerned for the United States to 
intervene to prevent, rather than to 
quell, a revolution. Just how such in- 
tervention is to be accomplished is yet 
to be determined. 

One pdan suggested is for the Amer- 
fean government to provide competent 
election for each polling 
place, to act independently of the local 
election officials, and to be supported 
morally by the presence of armed 
American marines. Should this plan 
be adopted and its announcement made 
in advance of the election, it is pre- 
dicted a full vote will be cast and au 
honest count made.

Panama, June 10.—The coming 
presidential elections have been a 
source of intense political excitement, 
but as far as is known here disturb- 
ances have occurred only in some of 
the towns in the province of Chiriqui, 
where, it is reported, all of the mu- 
nicipal mayors who are friendly io 
Obaldia have been dismissed. 

It can be said, however, that in Pana- 
mu little else than politics is discussed, 
and the bitterness of the campaign has 
not been diminished by articles which 
are appearing daily in the newspapers 
of both parties tending to arouse pub- 
lie passions. For example, The Star 
and Herald, a semi-official organ, in aa 
editorial entitled “American Iuterven- 
tion,” 

“The supporters of Obaldia do not, 
nor can they see the intentions of self- 
benefit the United States may have In 
intervening.

God may not will it—something may 
occur in Panama like the blowing up 
of the Maine, which may involve us ati 
in the common conflagration.”

Big Piano Firms Consolidate 
New York, June 10—A _ consolida- 
tion of the piano manufacturing firms 
of William Knabe & Co. of Baltimore, 
Chickering & Sons of Boston and the 
Foster-Armstrong company of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., was effected in this city. 
The consolidated concern will have a 
capital stock of $6,000,000 preferred 
and $6,000,000 common. 


Great Day For Poor Children 
New York, June 10.—Fifteen hun- 
dred children from the various charit- 
able institutions in this city took part 
in the orphans’ auto parade and outing. 
One hundred and fifty automobiles, 
generously offered by their owners for 
this occasion, carried the happy crowd 
to Coney Island, where the children 
were entertained.

Sculptor Brooks 
Gets Commission 


Richard E. Brooks, a Quincy and 
Boston sculptor, has been awarded 
the commission for a memorial mon- 
ument to Gen. John M. Hood for the 
city of Baltimore. 

It was evidently with a full knowl- 
edge of the Boston sculptor’s genius 
says the Boston Globe, that the Bal- 
timore committee awarded Mr. 
Brooks this commission, for the peo- 
ple of Maryland have been very en- 
thusiastic over the: statues of Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton, one of the sign- 
ers of the declaration of independ- 
ence, and of John Hanson, which he 
made for the state of Maryland, and 
which are among the most conspicu- 
ous, as they are the most artistic 
statues in Statuary hall, Washington.

TAFT VOTES GROWING 


fiets Delegates In Three Con- 
tested Districts In Ohio 


STRONG FIGHT FOR FORAKER 


It Results in Both Delegations From 


One District Being Seated--Ohio 


+ Man Likely to Be Chairman of Cre- 


dentials Committee 


Chicago, June 11.—The Republican 


national committee, by its work yester- 
day, decided contests in two states at 
Jarge and in fourteen districts, the net 
result being that thirty-three full votes 
aud two half votes were added to the 


number already accredited to William 
H. Taft and that two half votes were 
given to Joseph B. Foraker. The work 
of the committee, as far as it has pro- 
gressed, bus given Taft a total of S04 on 
the temporary rolleall. 

The chief interest of the day centered 
in the Ohio contests, of which there 
were four, namely in the Third, the 
Sixth, the Tenth and the Thirteenth 
districts. ‘Taft got the delegates in the 
Third, the Tenth and the Thirteenth 
districts, and in the Sixth district rae 
delegations were seated, with half : 
vote to each man. The Foraker men 
made a stroug fight in this district, be- 
cause it was the old home of the sena- 
tor and they were anxious to procure 
its votes for him. 

It is the hope of the national commit- 
tee that it will be able to finish its work 
by Friday night. To this end the mem- 
bers are making every possible effort 
to induce the warring factions to con- 
sent to the consolidation of 

With the end of the labor of the na 
tional committee fairly well in sight, 
discussion has turned to the 
composition of the credentials commit- 
tee, to which many of the contests will 
probably be appealed. The talk centers 
largely around Harry M. Daugherty of 
Columbus, O. He is slated for the 
credentials committee from his state, 
and it is general gossip that he may 
be chosen chairman of the committee 
when it is made up next Tuesday. 

“I do not believe that the creden 
tials committee will be ready to report 
to the convention before Thursday,” 
said Daugherty. “If I am chosen as 1 
member of the body I shall oppose any 
proposal for an all-night session of 
the committee on Tuesday, from 
present indications it would be impos- 
sible to dispose of all the cases that 
will be brought before the committee 
even if this expedient were to be adopt- 
ed. I cannot see how the committee 
will be able to prepare its report for 
presentation to Wednesday’s 
of the convention and it probably will 
have to work all of that day and part 
of that night in order to be ready for 
Thursday.”

Massachusetts. 

True to his soubriquet of “The Man 
Who Dares” the keen, sareastic, brill 
jiaut criminal lawyer is not at all cast 
down by the verdict Lis — jlans have 
found against him. “My physician 
tells me I've got tu destroy the tubercu 
losis bugs or they will destroy me, 
stated the district attorney. “Its 
tough news, but I told my physician 
that the bugs might get the best of 
me for a while, possibly, but I will get 
the best of them in the end, for after 
I'm dead I'll have my body cremated 
and burn them alive. My physician 
said I had the proper spirit, and a man 
who could joke on such a subject could 
recover with the proper open-air treat- 
ment.’ 

Continuing, the district attorney 
stated: “If I ean, I'm going to come 
back to Massachusetts and be govefor 
of the state yet. If it weren't for these 
bugs I should have tried it this fall, 
even if I didn’t have any voice. What's 
more, after I get to be governor, if I do. 
if anyone wants me to be vice president, 
I'll be that too. 

“I shall most certainly not resign 
the office of district attorney to which 
I was elected. If it seems desirable to 
remove me from my office the supreme 
court of Massachusetts can do it, but 
I think it is too charitably incliged 
to do that.” 

John B. Moran has forced himself 
into the public as few other men 
have done in the history of publie men 
in the commonwealth. Born in Wake- 
field forty-nine yeags he went 
through the schools of his native town, 
Phillips Andover academy and Boston 
university, entering the bar and prac- 
ticing in Woburn and Boston. 

Year after year he opposed District 
Attorney Stevens in contests for that 
office and finally sueceeded in 1905 in 
defeating District Attorney Sughrue .is 
a candidate of the Independent Demo- 
crats and was re-elected as an inde- 
pendent candidate last year for a sec- 
ond three years’ term. In 1906 he ran 
for governor qn four tickets, as Demo- 
crat, Prohibitionist, Independence 
Leaguer and as a citizens of Boston. 
In the final vote he polled 19.946, oi 
but 7500 less than Governor Guild. 

Mr. Moran immediately entered into 
the solution of practically every ap 
parent evil which threatened the com 
monwWealth and her citizens and soon 
found himself overwhelmed with 
eases Which the courts were not large 
enough or the days long enough or the 
evidence sutticiently voluminous to 
bring to definite conclusions. 

Mr. Moran had his victories, how- 
ever, and not the least was his convie- 
tion of the private secretary of Sena- 
tor Lodge, Robert G. Proctor, of faii- 
ing to turn over a campaign contribu- 
tion, sentence for which Proctor has 
succeeded in evading to date, however.

BY NINE AMENDMENTS 


Railroad Control Bill fireatly 
Changed by Legislators 


~_—— 


HOSTILE TO ORIGINAL DRAFT 


Boston and Maine Changes Front 
Measure Which It 
Had Strongly Advocated Previously 


and Opposes 


--Bill May Die Between Branches 


Boston, June 11.—By a yote of 138 
in the affirmative to 75 in the negative, 
the Massachusetts house of representa- 
tives late yesterday afternoon ordered 
to a third reading the railroad regula- 
tion bill after the adoption of nine 
separate amendments, one of which 
provides that the New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford Railroad company 
Blall dispose of all Boston and Maine 
Block held by it before July 1, 1910. 

The amendments adopted were op 
posed* by the committee on railroads 
as hostile to the original draft as 
Pussed by the senate 

Phe bill as reported by the comumit- 
tee and passed by the senate provided 
in the main that “unless otherwise or- 
dered by some federal court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford may continue to 
hold until July 1, 1910, the stock of the 
Soston and Maine, not exceeding 109,- 
948 shares.” The board of railroad 
commissioners were given the abso- 
lute and sole right of voting this stock. 

The amendments adopted yesterday 
take away the right of the commission 
to vote the stock and provides for its 
disposal by the New Haven. 

The tight over this bill, which has 
lasted two days in the lower branch 
wus one of the most spirited contests 
ever witnessed in the Massachusetts 
legislature. From the first the house 
wus about evenly divided, and before 
the final vote was taken fully fifty 
members addressed the body pro and 
con. 

The announcement made shortly af- 
ter noon yesterday by counsel for the 
Boston and Maine railroad that that 
corporation had changed its opinion as 
to the practicability of the proposed leg- 
islation caused somewhat of a surprise 
among who had advocated the 
committee bill, and after the adoption 
of the several amendments the Bos- 
ton and Maine was charged with the 
responsibility of the defeat of the orig- 
inal bill. The announcement made 
was to the effect that the Boston and 
Maine was not only opposed to the bill 
itself, but to any and all amendments 
that had then been offered, and should 
make every to prevent the 
bill from becoming a law 

At the recent hearing given by the 
committee on the railroad legislation 
President Tuttle of the Boston and 
Maine was foremost among the advo- 
cates for the legislation which the com- 
mittee on railrouds subsequently re- 
ported. 

Of the several amendments adopted 
one providing for the sale of the Bos- 
ton and Maine steck was most itm- 
portant. Another embodied the sug- 
vestion of William B 
nority stockholder of the Boston and 
Maine, and limited the rights of stock- 
holders In any railroad corporation 
from voting more than one-tenth part 
of the whole capital stock. 

With hardly a dissenting voice the 
house adopted an amendment provid- 
ing that nothing in the acts shall be 
construed as in any way abridging, 
restricting or preventing the courts of 
the state from issuing any order or 
process relating to the stock of the Bos- 
ton and Maine or relating to any viola- 
tion of the laws committed by the New 
Haven in the purchase of this stock 
or the stock of any street railway com- 
pany. 

Chairman Walker of the committee 
on railroads announced after adjourn- 
ment that an endeavor will be made to 
reconsider the action taken. If this 
fails it will be returned to the senate 
for concurrence in the amendments. 
The upper branch passed the bill as it 
came from the committee without 
change, and Senate Chairman Faxon 
announced last night that under no 
consideration would the senate concur; 
neither would it ask for a committee 
on conference. Should the senate re- 
fuse to concur both in the amend- 
ments or for the couference committee 
the bill would die between the two 
branches.

BOTH TOOK POISON 


Serious Charges Cause Man and 
Woman to Commit Suicide 
Essex, Mass., June 11-—Despondent, 
presumably because of their arrest on 
& statutory charge, George A. Gorton, 


a well-to-do farmer, and Mrs. Edith A. 
Bowe, wife of Thomas Bowe of this 
town, committed suicide. Gorton’s 
death occurred from strychnine poison- 
ing, while Mrs. Bowe took a fatal dose 
of the same poison a few hours later. 

The two had been arrested together 
and were held for the grand jury in 
bonds of $400. They returned to their 
respective homes after their hearing, 
and Gorton immediately took a dose of 
strychnine, from the effects of which 
he died. He was 56 years old. His 
wife, with whom he lived, and a son, 
who is married and has a farm separate 
from that of his father, survive bim. 

Thomas Bowe, a medicine peddlar. 
returned home yesterday to find his 
wife sitting on the front steps. “Hello, 
you won't have me long,” was her 
greeting to him. Then she entered the 
house, drank from a glass containing 
strychnine, and died within an hour. 
She was 35 years old and leaves three 
small children. 


= Striking Edge Trimmers Yield 

Spencer, Mass., June 11.—The edge 
trimmers at the shoe factory of Isaac 
Prouty & Co., who have been on strike 
for three Weeks, returued to work this 
morning. Only nine men weit on 
strike, but their absence from the fac- 
tory made it necessary to shut down 
all the fine shoe department, where 
500 hands are employed. The _ trim- 
mers go back to work at the price of- 
fered by the factory management be- 
fore the strike began. 


Serious Collision of Freight Trains 
Worcester, Mass., June 11.—Two 
men were badly injured, a locomo- 
tive was smashed and fifteen cars witi 
their contents destroyed as the result 
of a rear-end collision between two 
freights near Auburn. John Curtin, 
engineer, had his right hand crushed 
and suffered a severe shock. William 
H. Hoxie was caught between cars 
and had his right leg crushed. The 
accident happened on a blind curve. 


Charged With $10,000 Embezz'ement 

Providence, June 11.—For twelve 
years Albert L. Wood, aged 47, has 
been confidential clerk and head book- 
keeper for Edwards & Angell, a law 
firm. Recently his employers became 
suspicious that the books were being 
handled improperly, and an investiga 
tion showed a discrepancy of about 
$10,000 in the books. He was arrested 
last night, charged with embezzle- 
ment. 


Noted as Theatrical Manager 

Boston, June 11.—Isaac B. Rich, 
Boston’s veteran theatrical manager, 
died last night at his home at Hote: 
Buckminster, after a two months’ ill- 
ness of diabetes. During bis many 
years of connection with theatrical en- 
terprises Rich had amassed a consider- 
able fortune. He was born in North 
Bucksport, Me., in 1828. Rich leaves a 
widow, two sons and three duughters. 


Failed to Place Blame 

Biddeford, Me., June 11.—The Maine 
railroad commission concluded its in- 
vestigation of the accident at Kenne- 
bunk, in which one person received fa 
tal injuries and several others were 
less seriously injured. The commis 
sion did not place the blame for the 
accident, but made recommendations 
with a view to preventing accidents of 
a similar nature in future. 


Top of Youth's Head Blown Off 

Falmouth, Me., June 11.—Llewllyn 
Adams, aged 18, was killed instantly 
by the accidental discharge of a shot- 
gun which he was carrying. The trig- 
ger of the gun caught on a doorstep as 
he was entering the home of a compan- 
ion, with whom he was about to go 
hunting for crows, and the weapon 
was discharged, blowing off the top of 
his head. 


Nine Horses Perish In Flames 

Providence, June 11.—Nine horses 
were burned to death and twenty-eight 
wagons destroyed in a fire which con- 
sumed the livery stable of Abraham 
Smith this morning. The monetary 
loss is estimated at $7000. Joseph 
Girard, an employe in the stable, bare- 
ly escaped with his life by jumping 
from a second story window. 


Christian Endeavor's Growth 

Boston, June 11—The founder of 
the United Society of Christian En- 
deavor, Rey. Francis E. Clark, in his 
annual report to the board of trustees, 
reports a net gain of over 1266 societies 
and about 50,000 members, making a 
net enrollment of 70,404 societies. At 
the election of officers all the old offi- 
cers were re-elected. 


Father of Twins at 72 

Waterbury, Conn., June 11.—Charles 
E. Yanak was 72 years old yesterday. 
He invited a few friends to drink his 
health at his farmhouse near Hills- 
town.

New York Americans’ First Sacker 
One of Greatest Ball Stars. 

Hal Chase, the San Jose (Cal.) peach 
and the champion one mitt grabber of 
badly thrown balls, who can take 
care of things very nicely around the 
first stopping place of the infield for 
Manager Clark Griffith, is now the 
leading ball swatter and base purloin- 
er of the New York Americans, be- 
sides being the most spectacular first 
sacker in Ban Johnson's league. 

But what makes this young fellow 
one of the best first basemen in the 
game today is the way he handles the

Bas 
ball critics who have seen his work 
say it is a pleasure to watch the way 
he goes about things. He makes hard 
plays look easy. 

Chase was born in 1884 at Los Ga- 
tos, Cal., but he now makes his home 
in San Jose. Hal started to get busy 
with the great game at Alviso, where 
there was no chance of his being no- 
ticed. No one would ever think that 
Chase made quite a bit as a pitcher. 
Once it looked as if be would make 
a success as a Slabman. In 1904 Man- 
ager Morley of the Los Angeles club 
signed Chase, and right here is where 
he made a big hit on the diamond. 
He was unknown, but it was not long 
before he was the talk of the state of 
California. At the end of the 1904 
season he was drafted by the New 
York Americans. It was a great draft. 
He bad no sooner put on the uniform 
and gathered them up around first 
base when he was stamped as one of 
the greatest of first basemen in the 
major leagues. 

Chase plays ball practically all the 
year around, and while playing in 
California it does not make much dif- 
ference to him as to what position he 
is in. He has covered short in Los 
Angeles and has played that position 
well. 


STRANG MAY WIN GRAND PRIX 


Will Drive American Car in Great 
French Auto Race. 

Lewis Strang, when he starts on 
July 7 over the forty-eight mile Dieppe 
circuit to win the Paris Grand Prix 
race in a Thomas car, will tackle a 
proposition the difficulties of which 
he well knows.

victory the brilliancy of which, 
equalled only by its unexpecteduess, is 
couceded even by who fought 
him in this matter to the last ditch and 
beyond.

truly extraordinary 
islature of 1908 adjourned without day. 
The annals of legislation in this state 
may be searched in vain for a day like 
it. The decisive votes which passed 
the bills were cast by Senator Otto G. 
Foelker of the Fourth senate district of 
Brooklyn, who crawled from a 
bed and made a sixty-mile railroad 
journey to do it, so weak and distressed 
in mind and body that he seemed on 
the verge of utter collapse, aud by a new 
senator, William C. Wallace of Niagara 
Falls, who Was elected at a special elec 
tion in the campaign preceding which 
the governor himself toured the district, 
speaking in behalf of his election. 

Nothing was lacking to make the oc 
easion dramatic. Up to the very last 
moment the opposition to the bills 
nursed diminishing hope. Rumors flew 
thick and fast that Fuelker had 
lapsed; that some other senator who 
formerly voted for the bills had been 
Induced to “switch.” 

There was even the report of a des 
perate attempt to prevent Foe 553) 8 
presence at the critical moment. Ever 
step of his progress from his house to 
his seat In the senate chamber 
guarded zealously, but nothing of th 
kind was attempted. He came up one 
of the back elevators in the capitol 
and made his way through waiting and 
mostly sympathetic crowds to a seat 
in the closely packed chamber, 
the battle, the issue of which, 
proved, was in his hands, 
fought. 

Senator Foelker’s 
chamber was greeted with a din of 
handclapping, which was’ suppressed 
by Lieutenant Governor Chanler in the 
chair, who threatened to have 
floor and galleries cleared. 

Governor Hughes recorded ap 
preciation of Senator Foelker’s action 
in a letter to the senator in which he 
says: “Your courageous performance 
of duty at so grave a risk deserves the 
highest praise and will long be pointed 
to as a fine illustration of fidelity and 
patriotic devotion to the Interests 
the state.” 

There was no surprise in the 
Wallace, who from the outset had been 
definitely pledged to the support of the 
governor's recommendation in this 
matter. Every other senator, includ 
ing Foe Iker, voted as he did when the 
bills were before the regular session i: 
April, and they passed by the precise 
constitutional majority of 26 to 25—not 
one vote too many or too few. 

The bills passed In no way affect the 
state racing commission in partie pas 
or horse racing in general. They 
late solely to the penalties for gam- 
bling, pool selling and bookmaking. 
which, as before, are declared by the 
law to be “a public nuisance.”

Honduras Will Give Up Bailey 

New York, June 12.—To bring back 
to this city Francis G. Bailey, who Is 
charged with grand larceny iu connec- 
tion with the seizure of the steamer 
Goldsboro, Police Lieutenant Berry 
left for Washington on his way to 
Honduras, where Bailey is held under 
arrest. Bailey arrived at Honduras on 
steamer Goldsboro, which he is alleged 
to have loaded with goods worth $20v,- 
000 obtained fraudulently. 

Washington, June 12.—The Hon- 
duran government has consented to the 
extradition of Bailey and he will 
promptly be turned over to Berry upon 
the presentation to the Honduras au- 
thorities of the formal request of this 
government. 


Suicide to Escape Vengeance 

London, June 12.—A‘ dispatch to The 
Standard from Reval says that a 
school mistress committed suicide two 
days before the meeting of King Ed- 
ward and Emperor Nicholas. She for- 
merly was connected with the revolu 
tionists who, finding that she would be 
admitted to the platform with the 
schoolchildren to welcome the emperor 
on his arrival, ordered her to commit 
“the terrorist act.” She had repented 
her revolutionary ideas and committed 
suicide probably to escape the ven- 
geance of the terrorists. 


Balloon Pilots to Get Gold Medals 

St. Louis, June 12—The Aero club 
of St. Louis, under whose auspices the 
international balloon races were held. 
voted to awidrd gold medals to Oscar 
Erbsloeh, the German pilot, who won 
the race in the Pommern, and to Alfred 
La Blane, the French pilot, who was 
second in the Isle de France and set 
the endurance record of the race by re- 
maining longest in the air. Erbsloeh 
and La Blanc were six miles apart 
when they landed near Asbury Park, 
N. J., both covering more than 870 
miles,

This condition of affairs resulted 
when it beeame known that the senate 
would not concur in the house amend- 
ment and that the bill would die be 
tween the two branches. 

Strenuous efforts were made early ir 
yesterday's debate to save the bill from 
defeat.

mittee, and which permitted the New 
| Haven to hold the Boston and Maine 
stock until July 1, 1910, but with the

| hostile amendments, but this failed. 

Subsequently Acting Governor Dra- 
per advised, through Chairman Walker 
of the railroad committee, that sections 
1 and 2 of the original bill, prohibiting 
| the requisition of stock in domestic 
railroad companies without the con 
beet of the legislature, and sections 6, 
|7 and 8, which provided the penalty 
| clauses, ought to be saved for the

The killing of this bill means that 
there will be no railroad legislation this

} From the railroad viewpoint the case | 


of the holding of the Boston and Maine 
stock by the New England Navigation 
company is apparently a very different 
case from the holding of the Massachu- 
setts trolleys in the case already de- 
cided bythe Massachusetts supreme 
court. 

The New England Navigation com- 
pany is distinetly a Connecticut cor- 
poration and in that sense beyond the 
jurisdiction of Massachusetts, under 
the law of that state, which provides 
that no railroad corporation shall di- 
rectly or indirectly hold stock or bonds 
of any other corporation. 

It is likely that the defendant com- 
pany will claim that to forbid the navi- 
gation company to hold Boston and 
Maine stock is tantamount to forbid- 
ding the New Haven company to hold 
navigation stock. Thus a new legal 
issue will probably be raised. 

The new bill in equity apparently 
raises an interstate question directly, 
and in case of a decision adverse to the 
New Haven company it is practically 
sure to be appealed to the United States 
courts. They are both to be sharply 
distinguished from the federal suit 
brought under the anti-trust act of 
1890, in which the governments holds 
that the New Haven’s buying up of 
lines has been in the restraint of trade. 


A Profitable Experiment 

Washington, June 15.—That the test 
made on the monitor Florida in Hamp- 
ton Roads with a Whitehead torpedo 
was highly satisfactory and will repay 
the government a hundred-fold is the 
opinion expressed by Secretaries Met- 
ealf and Taft, who witnessed the test. 
“The charge of guncotton was greater 
in the torpedo used than in the ordinary 
Whitehead,” said Metcalf, “and yet the 
damage done was confined to the bulk- 
head selected for the experiment. The 
vital parts of the vessel and the armor 
plate elsewhere were not affected.” 


Bonaparte to Stay In Cabinet 
Washington, June 15.—‘The presi- 
dent and Attorney General Bonaparte 
intend to go out of office on March 4, 
and Mr. Bonaparte has just as little idea 
as the president of going out sooner.”

Plank Regarding Railroads 

The exact text the plank of the 
platform approved by President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Taft relating to 
railroads is as follows: 

“We approve the enactment of a rail- 
road rate law and a vigorous enforce- 
ment of the present administration of 
the statutes against rebates and dis- 
crimination, as a result of which the 
advantages formerly possessed by the 
large over the small shipper have sub- 
stantially disappeared. In his connec- 
tion we commend the appropriation 
of $350,000 by the present congress in 
order to enable the interstate commerce 
to thoroughly investigate

PENT-UP ENTHUSIASM 


Ss Forth In a Remarkable 
Demonstration at Chicago 


LASTS FORTY-FIVE MINUTES 


Lodge’s Reference to Roosevelt Sets 


Convention Afire--Some Feared 


That Stampede Was Imminent, but 
Big Guns Had Matters Well In Hand 
--Seven Hundred Delegates Now In 
Taft Column and ‘‘Allies’’ Give Up 
Fight--No Change In Basis of Rep- 
resentation--Modification of Injunc- 
tion Plank--Vice Presidential Tangle 
Not Yet Straightened Out

Chicago, June 18—The second day 
of the Republican national convention 
brought the long expected Roosevelt 
yell, a whirlwind of enthusiasm 
which raged within the vast amphi- 
theatre of the Coliseum for fully forty- 
five minutes and for a time presenting 
to the timid the spectre of a Roosevelt 
stampede. 

This demonstration was decidedly 
the feature of a day otherwise notable 
by a stirring speech from Permanent 
Chairman Lodge, for much practical 
procedure in placing the convention on 
& smooth running basis, and for the 
final defeat of the plan to reduce the 
representation of southern states at 
future national conventions. 

Probably the most important act of 
the day was the adoption of the report 
of the committee on credentials, seat- 
#ng the Taft delegations practically 
in toto. If there had been any linger- 
ing doubt of the Taft strength it dis- 
appeared before this decisive action, 
which in effect placed upwards of 700 
delegates in the Taft column. 

Next in importance and most re- 
markable was the final acceptance of 
this result by the “allies” without the 
formality of a dissenting minority re- 
port and without carrying the question 
to the floor of the convention for the 
open fight which had been long 
threatened. 

Instead of this, all further opposition 
seemed to crumble; those who had 
promised trouble quietly accepted the 
inevitable, and thus the path was 
cleared for the fulfillment of plans al- 
ready well matured for the nomination 
of the head of the ticket. The “fa- 
vorite sons” still have, however, their 
bands of steadfast supporters, who will 
show their loyalty when the first ballot 
is taken. 

Enthusiasm Breaks Loose 

The presentation of the report on 
permanent organization was the sig- 
nal for Senator Burrows to yield his 
place as temporary chairman and to 
escort to the platform Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts. 

“The fevered fancy of an uneasy 
dream” was his indictment hurled at 
the visionary policies of opposition 
parties. The applause had hardly died 
away when Lodge launched his sen- 
tence which electrified the assemblage 
into its first real demonstration of wild 
enthusiasm. 

“The president,” exclaimed Lodge, 
“is the most abused and most popular 
man in the United States today.” This 
was the long awaited signal. Instantly 
a shout broke from the galleries and 
was echoed back from the floor, at first 
only a tempest of detached yells and 
catcalls and shouts of “Teddy,”’, but 
gradually gathering force and volume 
until it swelled to a whirlwind of sound 
and motion as delegates and spectators 
arose eh masse, mounting chairs, wav- 
ing banners, hats, handkerchiefs, flags, 
hewspapers, anything which could be 
seized upon to add turbulence to the 
scene. 

Amid the tumult the band struck up, 
but the crash of the brasses and 
drums was completely lost in the babel 
of sound which welled up from 14,000 
throats. 

‘Four, Four, Four Years More”’ 

For the first minute, Lodge stood 
waiting to proceed, occasionally rais- 
ing his hand for silence, only to awaken 
a defiant yell twice louder than before. 
Five minutes passed, and instead of 
abating, the uproar was_ itcreasing. 
The sergeant-at-arms moved up a chair 
for the presiding officer, and Lodge 
sank back to await a lull in the storm, 

Five minutes—ten minutes—tifteen 
minutes. There was no lull; no abate- 
ment. A hoarse roar had taken the 
place of the detached yells. “Four. four 
four years more,” came in a deafening 
chorus from the full sweep of the gal- 
lery, as if preconcerted, each “four, 


four,” exploding like a boom of heavy 
artillery. 

Fifteen minutes—twenty minutes— 
twenty-five minutes. Now delegates 


were joining in the outbreak. Some 
had mounted chairs and were gesticu- 
lating madly. One delegate far to the 
left had torn off his coat and was 
whipping it wildly about his head. 
Texas and Kentucky appeared to be 
the centre of the agitation on the flaor. 
New York viewed the storm with calm 
and so did Ohio, except, strangely, one 
of the lonesome Foraker delegates, 
Judge Shoup, who, mounted on a chair, 
kept both arms in motion with a way- 
ing flag and a newspaper and his voice 
joining in the general pandemonium. 

Thirty minutes—thirty-five min- 
utes—forty minutes—forty-five min- 
utes.

A full three-quarters of an hour had 
passed in this bewildering confusion of 
sight and sound. For a time fear was 

felt by some that a stampede was im- 
minent. But the political generals 
were glad to give the pent-up enthu- 
siasm of the multitude this outlet of 
expression, and at no time was there 
the slightest apprehension among them 
that the well-devised plans would mis- 
carry through some overpowering 
movement. 


° 
A Decidedly Close Contest 

With the subsidence of the Roose- 
velt storm, Lodge completed his stir- 
ring speech, and then the convention 
turned to the reports of the other com- 
mittees. ‘That on rules and order of 
business brought a majority report 
against the resolution offered by Mr. 
Burke of Pennsylvania reducing the 
representation of states to a basis of 
the Republican vote cast by those 
states. Burke presented a minority re- 
port in which seventeen of the states 
concurred. 

A sharp contest occurred on this 
question, bringing for the first time be- 
fore the convention some of its best 
known orators. The resolution was 
finally defeated, by the close vote of 506 
gainst 471, a margin of 17 votes in a 
total of 977, three delegates being ab- 


sent. The change of a single state 
might have altered the entire result. 


Although defeated, Burke said the re- 
sult had shown a tremendous growth 
of sentiment in favor of this re- 
stricted representation, and that in his 
opinion the future success of the plan 
appeared beyond doubt. 

The final details of the platform are 
being arranged by the platform com- 
mittee, and this accomplished the con- 
vention will be equipped today to make 
its declaration of policy and proceed 
to the selection of candidates. The 
adoption of the platform will be fol- 
lowed by the speeches placing in nom- 
ination the candidates for president. 


Injunction Plank Modified 

A modified injunction plank was 
agreed to by the sub-committee on 
resolutions late last night which com- 
pleted the platform and the full com- 
mittee was immediately cal'ed into 
session to consider the document as 
perfected. 

The injunction plank asserts that 
the Republican party always has and 
always will uphold the processes and 
proceedings of the courts and has abso- 
lute faith in their integrity and up- 
rightness. Nevertheless, it believes 
that the injunction practice should be 
s0 modified as to provide that only 
where irreparable damage to property 
is imminent, the courts may grant in- 
junctions without notice. It is also 
specified that in cases where notice is 
given the time shall be seven days. 

The modified injunction plank is be- 
Heve@to be acceptable to many more 
members of the committee than the 
original draft. No mention is made in 
the platform of statehood for Arizona 
and New Mexico. The Michigan dele- 
gation instructed Representative Ford- 
ney on the committee to vote against 
any injunction plank. 

At midnight the full committee on 
resolutions had agreed to accept all the 
planks of the platform as recommended 
by the sub-committee, with the excep- 
tion of those relating to injunctions, 
to the civil rights of the negro race, 
the Panama canal, postal savings 
banks, the tariff and immigration. 
These were reserved because of the de- 
sire on the part of members of the full 
committe to discuss at some length each 
of the reserved provisions. The other 
planks were accepted after brief and 
formal discussion. 

It was understood that the injunction 
plank would receive especial considera- 
tion, and many members evinced a dis- 
position to oppose it, nottvithstanding 
the provision was agreed to by all the 
members of the sub-committee, includ- 
ing Messrs. Crane, Payne, Dalzell and 
Clark, who had hitherto opposed it. 

This morning it was announced that 
the committee had agreed to the tariff. 
the Philippines tariff, the currency, the 
trust and postal savings banks planks 


Must Be to Taft’s Liking 

“If the Republican convention de- 
Mberately refuses to adopt a platform 
on which Secretary Taft feels he can 
make a winning race, the Republican 
convention will have to nominate a 
man who needs no platform to win.” 

While this statement is not being put 
forward as an actual ultimatum, it is 
the principal weapon which the advo- 
cates of an injunction plank in the 
platform are using to compel the com 
mittee on resolutions and the conven- 
tion itself to make such a declaration 
It is their last resort, and the mo 
mentous import of the alternative im 
plied presents more strikingly than 
could anything else the desperate 
straits to which the supporters of an 
injunction declaration have been 
driven by the persistent fight that has 
been made against it. 

The statement quoted was made by 
a member of the sub-committee which 
is preparing the platform who is friend- 
ly to both President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Taft. It was the result of a care- 
ful analysis of the situation made after 
twenty-four hours of almost continuous 
service in the committee room, and un- 
doubtedly presented his view of the sit- 

uation. Proceeding, he said: 

“It is preposterous to ask Sec retary 
Taft to make the race for the presi- 
dency on a platform which is not to his 
iiking, and especially in view of 
fact that it is generally known thet he 
has been giving much attention ¢c the 
framing of the party’s declaration of 
principles and policies. To do so weuld 
de to place him in the attitude in which 
Mr. Cleveland was placed when he was 
compelled in 1892 to repudiate his par- 
ty’s tariff plank, and it is doubtful 
whether he would want to make the 
race under such conditions. It should 
also be borne in mind that the question 
ef injunction touches the labor class, 


the; 


an element which he has been accused 
of antagonizing, and it is the very op- 
posite of fair dealing to undertake to 
compel him to go before the country om 
a platform which affords no assurance 
to this class of his friendly feeling to- 
wards them.” 

Gompers Talks to Sub-Committee 

“If you outlaw our movement and 
make it impossible, and destroy the in- 
centive for men to belong to labor or- 
ganizations, you will find the expres- 
sion of discontent take some other 
form, and you will have to deal with 
that.” 

Such was the warning given by Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to the sub-committee 
of thirteen of the committee on resolu- 
tions. Gompers had laid before the 
body a series of planks dealing with la- 
bor problems which he said the union 
workers of the country would desire to 
see incorporated in the Republican 
platform. 

Cheers Heard In White House 

It is said that President Roosevelt 
himself was an actual listener to the 
wild demonstrations of enthusiasm 
which greeted his name in the conven- 
tion. Remarkable as this may seem, 
it is accounted for by the following 
circumstances: 

Hanging ten feet above the heads of 
the delegates and immediately in front 
of the platform are four black disks, 
looped by wires and joined by a small 
central cable leading from the hall. 
Many have Narn, ae at these discs, be- 
lieving them to be a part of the system 
for electrical display. As a matter of 
fact they are a combination of  tele- 
phone and phonograph, taking up the 
proceedings as they occur and trans- 
mitting each swell of oratory and each 
throb of enthusiastic applause. 

According to the reports, one of the 
wires was cut into the White House 
early yesterday afternoon and the 
president in person, with the receiver 
to his ear, caught the words of Lodge 
as he electrified the vast assemblage 
and the echoing shouts which ebbed 
and flowed for full forty-five minutes. 
It is said moreover that the president, 
pleased with the demonstration, made 
his feelings known to some of the lead- 
ers here, and then, contented with the 
outcome, went out to drive. 


Many Speeches Cut Out 

An agreement has been reached by 
representatives of all the candidates by 
which the nominating, and seconding 
speeches for president will be ma- 
terially curtailed. This agreement is 
that only one nominating and one sec- 
onding speech shall be made for each 
candidate, and that the long list of sec- 
onding speeches which have been here- 
tofore announced will be abandoned. 

The speeches for Secretary Taft will 
be by Theodore E. Burton of Cleveland, 
placing the secretary in nomination, 
and George A. Knight of California, 
seconding the nomination. The speak- 
ers who have relinquished the hohor 
of seconding the nomination are Sena- 
tors Dolliver of lowa, Burkett of 
Nebraska, Borah of Idaho, Williams of 
Oregon and Henry L. Johnson of 
Georgia. 

A similar curtailment occurs in the 
long list of seconding speakers of the 
other candidates, but the exact list of 
those who retire from the oratorical 
arena has not been definitely arranged. 
This determination was reached be- 
cause the proceedings were promising 
to be greatly prolonged by the large 
number of speeches. 

Senator Foraker will be placed in 
nomination for president by C. B. Mc- 
Coy of Obio, and the nomination will be 
seconded by W. O. Emery of Georgia. 


THE VICE PRESIDENCY 


Opinion Is That It@Will Go Either to 
|Fairbanks or Cummins 

The promulgation of a letter from 
Vice President Fairbanks reiterating 
his “irrevocable determination” not to 
again be a candidate for the office he 
now holds, is the most important de- 
velopment in connection with the 
vice presidential nomination. 

The vice president's letter is not dif- 
ferent from various expressions made 
in a less formal manner by him in the 
past few days, and while it was ac- 
cepted seriously and he was given ful! 
eredit for sincerity, it did uot have 
much effect in changing the determina- 
tion of his admirers to press his nomi- 
nation in the event of the naming of 
Secretary Taft for the first position. It 
is confidently asserted that he would 
not decline a unanimous nomination. 

Lafayette Young, delegate-at-large 


from Iowa, received a telegram from 
Secretary Loeb which stated that 


President Roosevelt had not expressed 
a desire to see Governor Cummins’ 
name on the ticket or that of any other 


particular person. Loeb’s telegram 
wag a response to a telegram from 


Young in which the latter asked for 
an explanation of the president's atti- 
tude on the vice presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Guild Still In the Race 

It fs said that a telegram to E dward 
Glines, who is regarded as Governor 
Guild’s personal representative in the 
Massachusetts delegation, expressed 
the governor’s intention to stand by his 
vice presidential boom until the last 
gun was fired. The lines having been 
drawn substantially between east and 
West in the situation, and New York 
being practically out of it, it has be- 
tome an interesting question whether 
the east can unite upon any man who 
can rally also support from the west 
gnd south. In this connection the 
names of Governor Guild and Ex-Goy- 
ernor Murphy of New Jersey are most 
frequently mentioned. 

The tendency, however, is plainly te- 
ward the selection of a western man, 
and the names in the forefront are 
those of Fairbanks of Indiana and Cum- 
mins of Iowa, with Fairbanks appar- 
ently in the lead 


The California delegation has de- 
elded unanimously to cast its vote for 
George A. Knight of San Francisco for 
vice president. Other western states 
are expected to line up for Knight. 
The Californians also count upon the 
support of a number of southern dele- 
gations for Knight in return for the 
vote of that state in opposition to the 
Burke resolution. 


Well Posted at Washington 

Washington, June 18.—With every 
incident in the great gathering at Chi- 
cago flashed to them on direct wires, 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft 
kept in constant touch with the Repnb- 
lican national convention, had a brief 
conference and each wound up the after- 
noon by driving into the suburbs while 
the convention was still in session. All 
day long the wires brought news of 
what was transpiring in the convention. 


Disinclined to Pay Interest 

Washington, June 18.—The treasury 
department has received from the 
Chemical National bank of New York, 
which is a temporary government de- 
pository, its entire deposit of public 
funds, amounting to $1,028,000, with 
the explanation that the bank does not 
pay interest to depositors and as it 
would be required to pay interest at the 
rate of 1 percent per annum under the 
terms of the new currency act and the 
regulations of the secretary of the 
treasury, the officers of the bank de- 
cided not to make an exception in fa- 
vor of the government. The American 
Exchange National bank of New York 
and a regular government depository 
also surrendered $230,000. 


Murdered by Robbers 

Geneva, N. Y., June 18.—Lying in a 
pool of blood with his skull crushed, 
“Bill” Loomis, aged 65, was found mur- 
dered in his shanty near the Empire 
Coke company’s plant at Border City, 
just outside Geneva. Loomis kept a sia- 
loon in his little shack. His body was 
found behind the bar. He was evi- 
dently killed by a blow on the head. 
Loomis lived alone in his shack and 
was known far and wide in this com- 
munity. His watch and money are 
missing. 


Further Victory For Mrs. Hartje 

Pittsburg, June 18.—Mrs. Mary S. 
Hartje, wife of Augustus Hartje, the 
millionaire paper manufacturer, whose 
unsuccessful divorce litigation against 
his wife has been widely published, 
won another victory when by a de- 
cision of Judge Fraser she was award- 
ed $5000 a year alimony, $26,750 for 
court expenses and $7,000 for attorneys’ 
fees. Her claim for expenses and coun- 
sel fees were but slightly reduced by 
the court. 


Steamer Destroyed by Fire 

St. John, June 18.—Steamer Aber- 
deen was destroyed by fire while tied 
up near Cole’s island in the St. John 
river and her crew of nine men had a 
narrow escape from death. Most of 
the crew were asleep below when peo- 
ple on shore returning from a dance 
discovered the flames and aroused 
those on board the vessel.

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{INSULT TO FLAG AVENGED. 


Mian Who Tore It Down Is Compelled 
to Climb Pole and Restore It. 

Arrested by an Irish policeman who 
had seen him tear down an American 
flag which had been fiyjng from a staff 
in the front yard of Frenchman io 
Hoboken, N. J., Thomas Taylor wag 
compelled to climb to the top of the 
forty foot staff and put the flag back 
where he had found it.

Taylor said he 

a lived at 110 Mon- 

4 roe street. His 

only excuse for 

haying torn down 

the flag was that 

he disliked seeing 

it at 3 o'clock in 
the morning. 

“You'll climb to the top of that flag- 
pole and put back that flag,” said the 
recorder. “There is nothing the mat- 
ter with the American flag at any hour 
of the day, and the reason I have in- 
sisted upon this public punishment for 
you is that I want to set an example 
for the benefit of any person who may 
feel disposed to hold from the flag the 
respect which is its due.” 

Escorted by several dozen men and 
boys, Taylor went with two policemen 
to Le Fevre’s front yard. Gathering 
the flag under one arm and holding a 
hammer, he scaled the pole with diffi- 
culty and, amid the cheers of the crowd, 
nailed the flag back in the position in 
which he had found it. There was a 
great deal of cosmopolitan rejoicing. 

By the time Taylor had climbed to 
the top of the pole and slid down 
again there was very little disrespect 
for the flag left in the neighborhood.— 
New York Herald. 


CAPTURED A FLEET ON FOOT. 


Remarkable Achievement of Five 
Revolutionary Heroes. 

When Savannah was invested by the 
American army Captain French, with 
a small body of British regulars and 
five small vessels, was stationed twen- 
ty miles up the river, and the prox- 
imity of the American force made him 
nervous. Colonel John White of the 
Georgia line wanted to capture this de- 
tachment, but no soldiers could be 
spared by the American general for the 
undertaking. Now, the colonel was a 
determined and masterful man and re- 
solved to make the venture on his own 
account. He persuaded his three or- 
deriies and Captain Ethholm to aid 
him. 

At the fall of night they built a great 
many fires in the woods near the Brit- 
ish post, arranged so as to give the im- 
pression of a hostile camp of large 
force. Thea the colonel and his four 
friends, “imitating the manner of the 
staff, rode with haste in various direc- 
tions, giving orders in a loud voice. 
French became satisfied that a large 
body of the enemy were upon him, and, 
being summoned by Colonel White, he 
surrendered his detachment, the crews 
of five vessels and 130 stands of arms.” 

Colonel White pretended that he 
must keep back his troops, as Tory out- 
rages had infuriated them and indis- 
criminate slaughter might take place. 
He took the parole of the British cap- 
tain and soldiers not again to serve, 
gave them three guides, his orderlies, 
to escort them to safe quarters and 
hurried them away before daybreak 
lest the fury of his pretended soldiers 
should fall upon them.—L, T. Sprague 
in Outlook.

REFUGE FOR INSANE, 


Great Institution to Be Built at 
New York. 


MOVE TO PREVENT LUNACY. 


Psychiatric School to Be Established 
For Relief of Those Fearing Mad- 
mess—Effort to Make the Metropolis 
Center of World’s Knowledge of In- 
sanity. 


Construction work on a _ reception 
hospital for suspected cases of insanity 
on Manhattan Island is to be begun the 
present year, according to Dr. Albert 
jWarren Ferris, president of the New 
Nork state lunacy commission. Not 
only is there to be provided an im- 
mense institution where those who fear 
they are losing their minds may go 
without legal commitment for observa- 
tion and treatment, but if the plans of 
Dr. Ferris are carried out there will be 
established pathological and psychia- 
tric laboratories and schools with sup- 
plies of clinical material that will 
make New York, and not Vienna, the 
center of the world’s sources of know!l- 
edge of insanity. 

Fundamental to the plan of the new 
institution ts the idea about to be put 
in practice at the Poughkeepsie hospi- 
tal of providing a place where the 
fears of any one who suspects himself 
of incipient madness may be lulled or 
confirmed, Provision is to be made 
for about 250 patients of this class, 
who will be free to place themselves 
Noluntarily under observation at any 
ime at the expense of the state. 

In addition to this, however, it is 
Proposed to move from Ward's island 
the state pathological laboratory under 
the direction of Dr. Adolph Meyer, who 
will be at the head of the new institu- 
tion, and to establish in connection 
with it a psychiatric school, the first 
of its kind m America, where instruc- 
tion in the latest advances of the scien- 
tific knowledge of insanity in all its 
forms will be provided for the medical 
profession of the country. 

“We shall certainly begin work on 
the new building during the present 
calendar year,” said Dr. Ferris to a 
New York Herald reporter. “We have 
a site under lease from the city at the 
foot of East Seventy-third street, and 
as soon as the new building is com- 
pleted we will be able to do in New 
York what the other state hospitals 
are already making preparations to do 
to take under observation and care 
eases that have not developed into in- 
Sanity and may 2ever so develop. 

“What we want to accomplish is to 
prevent insanity. So far as curing in- 
Sanity goes, the state of New York is 
doing as much as is done anywhere, 
but there are hundreds of cases in our 
asylums that ought never to have got 
there—cases that would not have be- 
come insane if there had been any way 
of placing them under observation 
without a legal declaration of insanity. 

“I have been working toward this 
Plan for several years. Not only is it 
a good thing from the humanitarian 
point of view, but financially it will 
Save money for the state. It certainly 
mvill be better to spend a few hundred 
dollars in curing a person who might 
have become insane than to have him 
become an inmate of an asylum and 
cost several thousand dollars before he 
dies, to say nothing of the economic 
loss of his services. 

“Beyond ali this we are planning a 
great campaign of education on the 
subject of insanity. The public gener- 
ally has a wrong idea of the subject. 
The mediaeval superstitions concern- 
ing the madman still linger. We hope 
to make the public realize in time that 
insanity is simply a disease like any 
ether disease and that if taken in time 
it can often be cured. 

“At the same time we hope in this 
new institution to make such progress 
in the study of insanity and its cures 
as to make New York the world center 
for that work. We will be equipped 
with the most complete laboratories 
sander the charge of the most skillful in- 
vestigators, and for clinical materia! 
we shali arrange to have the most in- 
terestinga filing and typical cases from 
all the fifteen state hospitals brought to 
New York for study. Al! of the pbysi- 
elans connected with the state hospi- 
¢als wi! be required to spend a certain 
amount of time each year in study in 
the clinical school and laboratories, 
and quarters will be provided for them 
on the grounds while they are here. 
The medical profession generally will 
be weloomed to our clinics, lectures 
end demonstrations, and the result, I 
fhope, will be a wider knowledge of the 
tauses of insanity and consequent in- 
crease f% the proportion of cures and a 
decrease fn the prevalence of its vari- 
ous manifestations. 

“Plans have already been made for 
the centering in New York of world 
statistics of insanity. The records of 
every case in the state and private hos- 
pitais af New York are at our com- 
mand, and with them as a basis expert 
classification of symptoms, known 
eauses and postmortem indications is 
expected to lead to wider knowledge 
of the causes that are are still obscure 
and the detection of symptoms that are 
Mot now generally recognized as indi- 
cating mental! disorder.

Boston, June 18.—Five small 
who had been thrown into the Charles 
river by the overturning of a boat, 
were rescued last night by James T. 
McCauley after a bard struggle. Me-

vard bridge when he saw the boat 
overturn. He immediately jumped 
from the car and, throwing off his hat 
and coat, leaped into the water after 
the boys.

Kenzie, 5 years old. 

The rescue was sensational in the 
extreme, and McCauley’s brave act 
was loudly applauded and cheered by a 
throng of spectators on the bridge and 
along the banks of the Charles. Me- 
Cauley lives in South Boston.

New York, June 18.—The federal! 
graud jury has found a third indict 
ment uguinst Alfred H. Curtis, presi 
dent, and Charles A. Morse, vice presi- 
dent of the National Bank of North 
America, charging them with making 
false entries in reports to the comp 
troller of the currency and the mwisap 
plication of funds for speculative pur 
poses amounting to about $1,250,000. 

Shortly after the indictinents had 
been returned Morse and Curtis up 
peared before Judge Hough in the 


United States circuit court and entered 
The de 
feudants, whose trial on the previous 
indictments ‘in 


tentative pleas of not guilty. 


connection with the 
bank’s affairs has been set for the Octo 
ber term of the federal court. were 
given until July 1 to withdraw their 


pleas or demur to the indictments. 

The third indictment charges that 
Morse and Curtis made false entries in 
twenty-one reports to the comptroller 
of the currency during the years 1906 
and 107, and accuses them of the wil 
ful misapplication of the moneys, 
funds and credits of the National Bank 
of North America during the same pe- 
riod. 

The false entries charged in the in- 
dictment consist of an alleged failure 
to include in the assets of the National 
Bank of North America stock of the 
American Ice Securities company, Con- 
solidated Steamship lines, as well as 
stock in the National Bank of North 
America, owned by the bank and pur- 
chased for it by Morse, and the alleged 
failure to report among the liabilities 
of the bank money borrowed by the 
bank from the Mercantile National and 
New Amsterdam National banks and 
the Knickerbocker Trust company, 
amounting to over $520,000. 

The last twenty counts of the indict- 
ment charge Morse and Curtis with 
misapplying funds of the Nationa! 
Bank of North America to the amount 
of $1,250,000. Of this amount over 
$1,000,000 is charged to have been mis- 
applied by Morse and Curtis in the 
purchase for the bank of stock of fhe 
American Ice Securities company at 
ap alleged fictitious value. 

The iast six counts of the indictment 
charge the misapplication of furds of 
the bank to the amount of $250,000 in 
discounting invalid, unsecured and un- 
collectable notes, and in crediting the 
proceeds of such discounts to Morse’s 
account, which he subsequently with 
drew from the bank. 

Charles W. Morse last night de- 
clared that he had applied to the 
comptroller of the currency at Wash- 
ington for a list of the depositors of the 
National Bank of North America, as he 
desired to arrange matters with the 
depositors that they might secure their 
deposits. The application was refused, 
said Morse, and he was informed that 
claims could be settled by giving the 
receiver the amount of money sufli- 
cient to pay the depositors’ claims.

LAYING OF PATTERNS. 


How to Save Material In Cutting Wo- 
men’s Garments. 

There are few women who know 
how to lay the pattern and cut the gar- 
ment so as to use no more of the ma- 


terial than is absolutely necessary. 
When placing your pattern on the 


goods remember to arrange it so that 
two thicknesses of the material may 
be cut at the same time. This can be 
done by folding the material in the 
center. Do this with all parts of the 
pattern except those marked for cut- 
ting on the lengthwise fold, in which 
case fold the long way of the goods 


|} and cut double. 


Follow the perforations in your pat- 
tern as directed. Pin each pattern 
piece carefully and closely with fine 
small pins to keep the paper smooth 
and the material even. 

Now place a weight on thg sections 
as you cut them to keep tiem from 


| Slipping off the table or pushing away 


from the shears. Cut all edges evenly 


| with the scissors. 


It takes but little more time to cut 
smooth, even edge than a 
rough and ragged one, and it means a 
great saving of time when it comes to 
basting and fitting the garment. It is 
easier to baste a straight seam when 
edge is straight, and a straight 
basted seam means less trouble when 
fitting. 

Notch the material exactly as the 
pattern is notched before you remove 
the pins which hold the pattern and 
With tailor’s chalk 


three-eighths of an inch from all 
edges to give a straight seam line. 

If it is not suitable to use chalk on 
the goods a fine white basting thread 
may be used. While the pattern is 
still on the goods mark with a basting 
thread the sewing line for tucks, plaits 
or trimming of any kind. 

Before cutting out plaids study the 
arrangement of the lines, stripes and 
figures, for often there are right and 
left sides to plaids, or four stripes al- 
ternating with five, for instance. In 
figured materials of any kind slip the 
pieces up and down until you bring 
the figures in the correct position. This 
may result in a slight waste of mate- 
rial, but if these directions are not fol- 
lowed the effect is apt to be anything 
but pleasing. 


How to Prepare a Hotbed. 

A hotbed should always be placed in 
a sheltered position and if posssible 
should face south or east. 

On cold nights protection must be 
given by board shutters, straw mats 
or old pieces of carpet or burlap. On 
very bitter nights old newspapers can 
be put around the edges of the frames 
under the carpet. 

Watering should only be done in the 
morning after the bed has warmed up 
somewhat, and then only on bright 
days. Watering at night loses too 
much heat and creates dampness that 
is apt to result in mildew or fungous 
growths. 

If the plants are not to be drawn and 
It is 
a good plan to raise the sash whenever 
the outside temperature has raised 
that in the beds to 60 or 70 degrees. 

The beds should be covered early in 
the afternoon. On mild days or when 
the temperature outside is above 40 de- 
grees the sash can be removed entirely 
for a short time in the middle of the 
day. 


How to Relieve a Headache. 
“Whenever you suffer from a terrible 
headache, if you are where you can 
procure some fresh horseradish leaves 
the pain can be relieved in a few min- 
utes,” says Joe Stoddard of Bruns- 
wick, Ga. “Just take the horseradish 
leaves and pound them until the juice 
begins to ooze out. Bind them to the 
forehead, and in a few minutes relief 
will come. The leaves will burn like 
fire for a minute or two, but will grad- 
ually lessen in sting until they ease the 
pain and make the patient drop off 
into a restful sleep. For years we 
have used this remedy in my family 

and found it to be indispensable.” 


How to Water Plants. 

In watering plants it would be well 
to bear in mind that a simple method 
by which you can tell whether a plant 
is dry or not is to tap on the side of 
the pot with your knuckles, and if it 
has a ringing sound it is an indication 
that water is needed and therefore 
must be given a good soaking. The 
best time for watering is in the morn- 
ing, but on no account should a plant 
be allowed to suffer for the want of 
water, no matter what time of the day 
its need is discerned. 


How to Cure a Bruise. 

If olive oil is liberally applied, with- 
out rubbing, in the treatment of con- 
tusions where there is an extensive 
discoloration of the skin the discolora- 
tion will quickly disappear. The oil 
may be soaked in absorbent cotton and 
then applied. If the skin is broken a 
little boric acid should be applied over 
the abrasion. A bruise which is treat- 
ed in this manner will soon disappear, 
especially if warm olive oil is applied. 


How to Extract a Caught Leg. 

If a baby or a child gets its leg 
caught in an uncovered iron pipe and 
you can’t get the hand down to take it 
out, get a long poker, bend it a little at 
the end and let it down the side of the 
hole. Then place the bent part under 
the foot and raise gently. This often 
bas saved the breaking and bruising of 
a limb. 


How to Make Raw Beef Sandwiches. 

To make raw beef sandwiches grate 
the ‘round steak. This makes a paste, 
which is seasoned only with salt. This 
mixture may then be spread either on 
very thin bread or on salted crackers, 
as one chooses. They may be eaten at

‘Taft Is Choice of the Republi- 
| can Party For President 


IS NAMED ON FIRST BALLOT 


Received Over Seven Hundred Votes, 
His 
Knox, With Sixty-Eight--Nomination 


Closest Competitor Being 
Made Unanimous by Representa- 
tives of Defeated Candidates--Three 
For 


Votes Cast For Roosevelt, 


Whom Another Great Demonstra- 


tion Occurs--Platform Is Adopted 


After Long Wrangle--Active Pro- 
paganda In the Interest of Sherman 


For Vice President 


Chicago, June 19.—For President of 
the United States, William H. Taft of 
Ohio. Taft on the first ballot; Taft by 
702 votes; Taft by unanimous choice of 
the convention. 

Such is the record of the culminating 


day of the Republican national con- 
Vention of 1908, effected amid scenes of 


tumultous enthusiasm and after a 
nerve-racking continuous session 


lasting nearly eight hours. With presi- 
dent named and platform enunciated, 
there remains only the nomination for 
vice presidet to complete this mo- 
mentous work. Last night the whole 
city was given over to wild exultation 
in honor of the new candidate whose 
name goes echoing through the country. 

The picture within the walls of the 
vast amphitheatre as the presidential 
candidate was named was one truly 
grand. In front, to the right and left, 
below and above, the billowing sea of 
humanity, restless after hours of wait- 
ing and stirred from one emotion to an- 
other, was in a fever of expectancy for 
the culminating vote. The favorite 
sous of other states had been named, 
save Knox and La Follette, and now on 
the rolleall came Ohio. 

As the Buckeye state was reached 
the tall, gaunt form of Theodore E. 
Burton, with student-like face and se- 
vere black clerical garb, advanced to 
the platform to nominate Ohio's candi- 
date. He spoke fervently, with the 
singing voice of an evangelist, which 
went ringing through the great build- 
ing. 

Enthusiasm Breaks Loose 

The close of his speech of nomination 
was the signal for loosing the long 
pent-up feeling of the Taft legions. In- 
stantly the Olio delegates were on their 
feet, other Taft states following, while 
the convention hosts in gallery and on 
floor broke into a mad demonstration. 
“Taft, Taft, W. H. Taft,” came in a 
roar from the Ohjoans. 

Megaphones seemed to spring from 
concealed places and swell the Taft 
tumult into thunder. A huge blue silk 
banner, bearing the familiar features 
of the statesman-secretary, was swung 
before the delegates, awakening a fresh 


whirlwind of enthusiasm. 
All semblance of order had been 
abundoned and the delegates’ arena 


Was a maelstrom of gesticulating men; 
the gcuidons of the states were snatched 
up by the Taft enthusiasts or borne un- 
der by the storm of disorder. The band 
was inaudible, a mere whisper above 
the deafening volume of sound. For 
ten, fifteen, twenty minutes, this uproar 
continued. It was a repetition of the 
scene of Wednesday when the name of 
Roosevelt threw the convention into a 
frenzy, repeated in intensity and almost 
in duration. 

But there is a limit to the physical 
resources of throats and lungs. Relays 
had not been established and at last 
the tired voices died down to a hoarse 
shout and at last subsided. 

This lull now gave the opportunity 
for a speech seconding Taft's nomi- 
nation by George H. Knight of Cali- 
fornia, whose big, round face beamed 
forth on the sympathetic multitude, 
and whose splendid baritone voice 
welled forth like the tones of a great 
church organ. California's tribute to 
Taft was brief and fervid. 


Ready For Balloting 

Now there was another lull in the 
Taft movement, while the remaining 
candidates were placed in nomination. 
It was late m the afternoon before the 
convention, now literally sweltering 
from the intense heat and weary after 
nearly seven hours of continuous ses- 
sion, reached the end of the flood of 
eloquence and the decks were at last 
clear for the decisive act, the ballot- 
ing. 

But just as the last oratory, the sec- 
onding speech for La Follette, had died 
away, like a cyclone from a clear sky 
burst a La _ Follette demonstration 
which swept the convention from its 
very bearings. It was the same deaf- 
ening wave of sound that had greeted 
Roosevelt Wednesday and Taft a little 
while before, intense and maddening, 
and with the vital ring of genuine en- 
thusiasm. It seemed as though Wis- 
consin had suddenly peopled every 
foot of the galleries. ‘The delegates sat 
calm and waiting, except the frantic 
Wisconsin men, but the convention for 
the time being was in the possession of 
the galleries. 

Now a singular transformation oc- 
curred. Gradually the whirlwind 
veered from La Follette to Roosevelt. 
A banner bearing the Roosevelt portrait 
and waved from the gallery was the 
signal for the change, but in the con- 
fused babel of voices there was no dis- 
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cheers ended and those for Roosevelt 
begen. 

Amid this pandemonium and with 
the galleries in full control, Chairman 
Lodge decided upon heroie action to 
again make the convention master of 
its affairs. He ordered the rolleall of 
states to begin for the vote on presi- 
dent. Such a call, under such circum- 
stances of intense confusion, has prob- 
ably never before occurred in the his- 
tory of national conventions. 

Cheers For Man Not a Candidate 

The secretary was powerless to make 
his call of the states heard above the 
deafening clamor. Seizing a mega- 
phone, he shouted the roi! of states— 
Alabama, Arkansas—but his voice was 
swallowed up in the mad uproar. Grad- 
ually, however, the curiosity of the 
multitude conquered their enthusiasm 
and they lapsed into silence to hear the 
rolicall. 

A ballot was taken to nominate a 
candidate for president while the con- 
vention was cheering frantically for a 
man whose name had not been pre- 
sented to the convention. The votes 
were being counted for Taft while the 
people were shouting for Roosevelt. 
The delegates, however, cast their 
votes unintluenced by the clamor of the 
crowd. More than this, the first states 
on the call, Alabama and Arkansas, 
had been relied upon by a few Roose- 
velt enthusiasts to start the stampede 
for the president, but they held by their 
instructions, while the stampede raged 
all about them. 

A hush of expectancy hung over the 
assembly as the call proceeded. Hasty 
summaries showed that Taft was far 
in advance. When New York was 
reached the Taft column totalled 427. 
Ohio carried the Taft total to 511, or 20 
more than enough to nominate. Still 
the call went on until the final result 
was announced by Chairman Lodge: 

Announcement of the Vote 

“Por Theodore Roosevelt, 3. votes; 
for Joseph B. Foraker of Ohio, 16 votes: 
for Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana, 
40 votes; for Joseph G. Cannon of Il!i- 
nois, 61 votes; for Robert La Follette of 
Wisconsin, 25 votes; for Charles E. 
Hughes of New York, 63 votes; for Phi- 
lander C. Knox of Pennsylvania, 68 
votes, and for William H. Taft of Ohio, 
702 votes.” 

A great shout went up as Lodge con- 
cluded his announcement, and with one 
accord the cohorts of Cannon and Knox 
and Hughes and the other heroes joined 
in a common tribute for the candidate 
of the party. 

Stewart L. Woodford, for Governor 
Hughes, leaping upon a chair, moved 
to make the nomination of Taft unani- 
mous; Senator Penrose for Knox, Con- 
gressman Boutell for Cannon, and 
Henry of Georgia for Foraker, and 
Wisconsin for La Follette, seconded 
the movement for a unanimous vote to 
the candidate. The vote was given 
with a ringing cheer, and then, with 
shouts of exultation over the new can- 
didate, the convention adjourned un- 
til today, when the nomination of vice 
president will be made. 

The Platform Fight 

Earlier in the day the battle over the 
platform had occupied the close atten- 
tion of delegates and spectators. The 
platform as framed by the committee 
on resolutions was read by its cliair- 
man, Senator Hopkins of Illinois, while 
a minority report reflecting the views 
of the supporters of Senator La Fol- 
lette was presented by Congressman 
Cooper of Wisconsin. It was on one 
hand the sledge hammer blows of Wis- 
cpnsin men against combinations and 
monopoly, and on the other hand the 
warning of Hopkins against the 
cialistic doctrines of Wisconsin.” The 
platform was adopted by an_ over- 
whelming vote, after many separate 
planks in the Wisconsin plan had been 
buried under adverse votes. 

The Platform 

The platform as submitted to the 
convention by the resolutions commit- 
tee was not materially changed from 
the tentative document as printed on 
Wednesday. 

The platform as adopted declares 
President Roosevelt’s administration 
an epoch in American history. He has 
bravely and impartially enforced the 
laws. 

Declares unfaltering 
Roosevelt policies 
tinuance of them. 

Equality of opportunity to all in the 
development and enjoyment of wealth. 

Commends the passage of the einer 
gency currency Dill. 

Declares for revision of the tariff im- 
mediately after the inauguration of the 
next president, maximum. and wini 
mim rite and the true print iple‘ofpro 
tection te rule. _ 

Commits the party: “to the develop- 
ment of a permanent currency system, 
every dollar to be based upon and be 
as good as gold. 

Literalization of the Sherman anti 
trust law is urged. 

Snactment of the railroad rate law 
is approved and congress praised for 
apropriating money for. the better eu- 
forcement of the law? 

Legislation favored that will prevent 
future over-issue of stocks and bonds 
by interstate carriers. 

Pledges the Republican party to con- 
tinued devotion to every cause that 
inakes for safety and betterment of Ja- 
bor eonditions and induces the greater 
happiness, well being and better citi- 
venship of laboring men. 

Authority and integrity of the courts 
fs upheld, but belief is expressed that 
the issuance of the writ of injunction 
should ‘be more accurately defined by 
statute; and no injunetion, temporary 
or by restraining order;-be issued with- 
out notice, except where irreparable in- 
jury would result from delay.

MADE A FIERY BEACON 


Hotel and Stables on Top of Mount 
Washington Burned 

Gorham, N. H., June 19.—The Sum- 
mit House, a hotel at the top of Mount 
Washington, known to thousands of 
summer tourists, was burned last night, 
together with a large stable nearby. 
Situated at an elevation of over 6U00 
feet above the sea level, the burning 
buildings presented a brilliant spec- 
tacle, which was visible for a score of 
miles in all directions. 

The hotel had not been opened for 
the summer, but a portion of it is said 
to have been occupied by some work- 
men employed in repairing the Mount 
Washington railway. It is supposed 
that the fire started from an accidental 
cause. 

-The Summit House was a long wood- 
en building of two and a half stories, 
situated at the terminus of the Mount 
Washington railway at the highest 
point of the mountain. It was built 
thirty-six years ago and had accommo- 
dations for 300 guests. Both the 
burned buildings were owned by the 
Boston and Maine Railroad company, 
and were leased by a Boston firm. 

In addition to the Summit House was 
burned the printing ottice of the paper 
“Among the Clouds.” A second stable 
and a stage office were also burned. 

Only one building, the old Tip Top 
house, a stone and wood structure, now 
remains at the top of the mountain. 
The Tip Top house was to the west of 
the Summit House, and the flames 
were blown away from it toward the 
east. Both the Summit House and the 
stables were burned flat. 


=> Fast Journey In Automobile 
Boston, June 19.—C, W. Kelsey, driv- 
ing a four-cylinder ear, established a 
new record for automobiles for the run 
between Washington and this city. 
He left the capital at 2 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning and reached Copley 
square at 6:15 o’clock last night, the 
actual running time being 28 hours and 
15 minutes. Kelsey’s car skidded and 
overturned down an embankment 
near New Haven, but the car and oc- 
cupants were uninjured. A delay of 
four hours was caused by the mishap. 


Soldiers Hurt In War Game 

New York, June 19.—A bit of grim 
realism was thrown into the war game 
down at the Narrows when, through 
the premature explosion of a powder 
charge in a six-inch gun at Fort Wads- 
worth, three men were seriously in- 
jured, two of whom will die. Of the 
twenty men in the vicinity of the gun 
at the time of the accident several 
were thrown from their feet and slight- 
ly injured.

Ship and Crew Probably Lost 

Norfolk, June 19.—The full rigged 
sailing ship Bungalere, which sailed 
from Norfolk for Honolulu Oct. 23 with 
a cargo of coal for the Atlantic fleet npw 
in the Pacific ocean, is posted as over- 
due and missing and it is feared that 
she has been lost. She carried a crew 
of thirty men.

It will be necessary for 
him to be in Cincinnati about July 
20 to receive the formal notification of 
his nomination for the presidency. It 
is his intention now to pass three or 
four days there about that time and 
then return to Hot Springs for the re- 
mainder of his summer outing. 

Practically no new facts have de- 
veloped regarding the sub-committee’s 
inaction Saturday on the question of 
the national! chairmanship. While the 
discussion at the took a 
wide range, it can be stated authorita- 
tively that few names of possible ap- 
pointees were considered. 

Secretary Taft on Saturday received 
telegrams from party leaders through- 
out the country urging him not to be 
hasty in deciding the chairmanship 
question.

Frank H. Hitcheock, Taft's man 
ager, is said to be as distinctly a factor 
fn the chairmanship equation as he was 
prior to the meeting of the sub-com 
mittee. “Shortly after the receipt of 
Hitcheock’s telegram requesting that 
he be not considered in connection with 
the chairmanship on account of — his 
health, Taft telegraphed Hitchcock, in 
quiring solicitiously about his condi- 
tion. The secretary received a reply 
from Hitchcock Sunday, saying that he 
felt better, but was serlously In need 
of a rest. 

Regarding the national chairmanship 
Taft merely said it had been decided to 
postpone action until those most inter 
ested could have opportunity to obtair 
a consensus of the opinion of Repub 
lican Jeaders throughout the country.

“The charge made by Mr. Bryan that 
the Republican declaration with respect 
to the use of the writ of injunction was 
designated to ‘deceive the laboring 
man’ is unworthy of a candidate for 
president, and the further charge that 
this plank merely declares the existing 
law and will give no relief in’ those 
cases in which there has been an abuse 
of discretion or the apprehension of it 
is unworthy of any lawyer who has ex- 
amined this question, 

“The anti-injunction resolution is a 
frank, clear statement of the Republi- 
can party’s position on a question on 
which others have been attempting to 
deceive labor. The sole basis of any na- 
tional complaint as to the issuance of 
injunctions in labor cases has been the 
use of the writ without notice and the 
long delays in some instances which 
have intervened before a hearing of the 
case. 


“The present statute does not. re- 
quire any notice at all before the grant 
ing of a temporary order, and it is en- 
tirely within the discretion of the court 
to postpone, to any time the judge may 
see fit, the hearing upon the question 
of an injunction.

United States Officials Withdraw 
From Venezuela 


FOREIGN POWERS’ DEMANDS 


Dur Government Was Expected to 
Their Fulfillment, but 
Could Not Do So Without Taking 


Compel 


Chances of Precipitating War 
Washington, June 24.—The state de 
partment has received official notifica- 
tion of the departure of Jacob Sleeper, 
secretary of the American legation at 
Venezuela, Sleeper’s de- 
parture leaves the United States with- 
out a diplomatic representative in the 
South American republic. The affairs 
of the legation will be looked after by 
a representative of the Brazilian lega- 
tion. 

For the past three years, since ques- 
tions between the United States and 
Venezuela first arose, Minister Russell 
has been unable to get any satisfaction 
from the Venezuelan government. 

While the fact that the United States 
has no diplomatic representative in that 
country may result In the representa 
tive of the Venezuelan government 
here being withdrawn, no advices had 
been received at the Venezuelan lega- 
tion last night. 

The present situation, in diplomatic 
terms, is known as a state of expec 
tancy. The questions in dispute be- 
tween this country and Venezuela have 
been in the hands of the solicitor of 
the state department, but no siatisfac- 
tion has been given the American rep 
resentatives by President Castro. 

The plague which exists in nearly ail 
the Venezuelan ports may have in- 
duced Sleeper to obtain a leave of ab 
sence at this time. 

It is understood that the real issues 
between the United States and Vene 
zuela are the outcome principally of 
the American claims against that 
country growing out of the cancellation 
by the government of that country of 
various concessions to American cor 
porations and: individuals. 

It is known that the United States 
government, in view of the part it has 
taken in protecting Venezuela against 
the demands of European powers, has 
led to representations by those powers 
to this government to the effect that, 
having assumed ceriain responsibilities 
toward other civilized nations in thus 
intervening, it is now the duty of this 
government to compel Venezuela to 
observe international amenities, not 
only in the matter of safeguarding them 
from infection by the plague, but in 
recognizing just claims of foreign coun- 
tries. 

The inability of the United States to 
meet the obligations without resorting 
to certain compulsory measures which 
might involve war is believed to be the 
true explanation of the course of the 
state department in terminating dipio 
matic relations with Venezuela 

The immediate effect of this action is 
to leave Venezuela how 
direct to the various European powers, 
which fee! that they have a just griey 
ance against that country which must 
be redressed.

The archbishop is opposed to the 
remarrying of divorced persons and 
there is no reason to suppose he will 
change his attitude in favor of the 
prince and Mme. Gould. The couple 
were hopeful that the wedding could 
take place the end of this week. 


Japan Will Not Obstruct China 

Tokio, June 24.—Following  pro- 
longed negotiations both at Tokio and 
Pekin on the genera] subject of the 
commercial development of Manchuria, 
the Japanese government instructed its 
charge d’affaires at Pekin to notify 
China that Japan would throw no 
obstacle in the way of the development 
of Chinese territory in Manchuria. Oa 
the contrary, Japan declares her will- 
ingness to assist in this work. 


Murder Conspirators Sentenced 

New York, June 24.—Two members 
of the alleged band of Hunchakiets, 
eharged with being in conspiracy to 
murder Suran Suranian, a wealthy 
Armenian, pleaded guilty to assault in 
the second degree and were given inde- 
terminate sentences of from two to five 
years each in Sing Sing prison. The 
prisoners, Yechia Coozujian and Kissag 
Jalallian, have been inmates of the 
Tombs for more than a year. 


The Ward-Reid Nuptials 

London, June 24.—With King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra smiling 
approval from their private gallery, 
Jean Reid, daughter of Whitelaw Reid. 
the American ambassador to England, 
was married in the Chapel Royal of St. 
James palace to John H. Ward, brother 
of the Earl of Dudley and equerry in 
waiting to the king. 


Procession of 250 Bishops 
London, June 24.—The Pan-Anglican 
congress closed last night.

Succeeding chapters 
in the monetary struggle are of such 
recent history that it is unnecessary 
to mention them. 

Perhaps the one act of President 
Cleveland which aroused the deepest 
indignation in quarters and 
evoked the highest commendation from 
other quarters was the sending of fed- 
eral troops to Chicago during the great 
railroad strike of 1894 “to prevent ob- 
struction of United States mails” 
against the protest of Governor Alt- 
geld of Illinois, who held that his state 
forces were adequate to cope with the 
situation.

HARVARD'S HOT PAC 


It Proves Much Too Terrific For 
the Yale Varsity Eight 


STROKE TAKEN FROM SHELL 


Coliapse of the Elis' Leader Left 


Crew Hopelessly Beaten--Victorious 
Crimsons Rowed Last M.le and a 


Half of the Race Alone 


New London, Conn., June 26.—Har 
vard! Rah! Rah! Rab! Rah! Har 
vard! With a deafening din of steam 
whistles frenzied 
shouts of collegians, the 
sity eight shot their boat over ihe fin 
ish line last night, winning from the 
crippled and distanced Yale crew that 
classic of American collegiate aquatics, 
the Harvard-Yale ‘varsity boat race. 

But instgid of a race Harvard tn 
ished the last mile and a half alone, 
while far behind Yale limped alongs 
with but seven men at the oars, with 
Griswold, the stroke—the man whe had 
been relied upon to set the winning 
pace—bent forward, limp and collapsed 
with the strain of the opening two 
miles. 

Up to this unexpected climax it had 
been a stirring struggle with a fitting 
setting of a magnificent marine spec- 
tacle such as has seldom been equalled 
along a regatta course for brilliancy 
and imposing magnitude. 

The great steel drawbridge spanning 
the Thames marked the start of the 
race, with the finish at Red Top, four 
miles upstream. Just above the bridge 
were massed the main flotilla of pleas- 
ure craft, with myriads of 
yachts, auxiliaries, 
ers, the very pick of the Atlantic pleas 
ure fleet. Further up the 
fully four miles, stretched long lines 
of steam and sailing craft of every 
conceivable description. 

Through the maze of craft the racers 
threaded their way, with a clear 
course, 200 feet wide, marked every 
half mile with red and blue standards- 
blue for Yale and red for Harvard. 
Every eye was rivetted on the swaying 
forms in the boats, their 
ing rythmically, their bronzed 
bare to the waists, with the 
muscles standing out as they 
the terrific strain of 26, then 30) and 
then 34 strokes to the minute. Above 
the skouts from the onlookers could be 
heard the shrill voices of the coxswains, 
megaphones to mouth, stimulating 
their men and marking time with 
two, three, four.” 


Yale bad splashed 
the Harvard crew had been quick to 
take this advantage, pushing their boat | 
slightly ahead. They hung nip and 
tuck, Harvard stamina against 
pluck, through the roaring avenues of 
nerve-racked, screeching thousands. 

Half a mile from the start both crews 
were almost side by side, with Har 
vard only a few feet to the fore; one 
mile, Harvard still ahead with Yale 
holding on doggedly; two miles, Yale 
spurting and lessening the gap; twoand 
a half miles, Harvard still in the lead, 
with open water between the boats and 
Yale fighting like grim death 

Now came the decisive noment, with 
ithe final stretch almost in sight and 
the breathless throngs straining to see 
if Harvard would keep up the clip or 
would weaken at the close. Steadily 
on they came, when suddenly a com 
motion was observed in the Yale boat, 
as Griswold, the stroke, hung forward 
over his oar and ceased to row. 

For nearly a minute the Yale stroke 
sat motionless, leaning forward as if 
lifeless. Then he was seen to straight 
en up and bend to his oar again, and a 
great shout went up from the Yale co 
horts, as their crew was seen to pick 
ap the stroke and rally for another ef- 
fort. But they were now six boat 
fengths behind, hopelessly beaten. 

Another twenty strokes and Griswold 
Was seen to collapse again, and then the 
whole crew, disheartened at the fall of 
their leader, quit their work and sat 
dejected at their oars. Yale was out: 
it was no longer a race, and Harvard 
swung home alone, still keeping up 
their racing clip and crossing the finish 
line with a regular “swish-swash” to 
the very end.

Griswold had been helped from the 
Yale boat and, lagging far behind the 
Harvard men, the seven remaining 
oarsmen of the Yale crew at last made 
their appearance at the finish—a half 
mile behind Harvard, receiving a gen- 
erous ovation for their pluck under 
such disheartening conditions. 

Now came the welcome to the vie 
tors and the wild scene of tumultuous 
demonstration as the men of Harvard 
celebrated their triumph. It was twi 
| light as the great din moved  shore- 
ward, the fleet sparkling with électric 
lights, to the streets of this old ship- 
ping town. Soon the college men began 
to move to their home fields, the yachts 
and throngs of visitors scattered, and 


the Harvard-Yale boat race of 190S 
was a memory.

Charles Rigaman, aged 33 years, of this 
city, were placed under arrest last 
night.

State Troops Are Assisting Local 
Police Today 


PLAIN AND SIMPLE FUNERAL 


Mrs. Cleveland's Wishes That Noth- 
ing of Military Nature Should Have 
Part In Husband's Obsequies Are 


Respected--Death Mask Taken 
Princeton, N. J., June 26.—The fu- 
heral of Grover Cleveland tonight will 
be marked by extreme simplicity. Al- 
though twice elected President of the 
United States, no pomp or splendor will 
have a place in the ceremonies. There 
will be no bands to play mournful 


dirges ou the way to the old Princeton 
cemetery, bo military escort, no eulogy 
by the officiating clergymen. 

The half-mile of thoroughfare 
through which the cortege will pass 
from “Westland,” the Clevelaud home 
on Bayard lane, to the cemetery will be 
policed by mounted troops aud 
diers, but they will be there for police 
duty and as a measure of precaution 
in protecting the living president, 
rather than as an element of display 
in paying tribute toa departed chief 
executive. 

It has been Mrs. Cleveland's wish to 
avoid anything of a military nature 
at the funeral, and it was only when 
the necessity of guarding President 
toosevelt, who is to be in attendance, 
Was borne upon her by those in charge 
of the funera! arrangements, that she 
consented to the presence of treops in 
a police capacity. 

Four clergymen will officiate at the 
house and at the grave. They will read 
the burial from the Presby- 
terian book of common worship, but 
will offer no eulogy. This simple, but 
impressive, service will be conducted 
by Rev. Dr. Van Dyke of Princeton; 
Rey. Dr. Richards, pastor of the Brick 
Presbyterian church of New York; Rey. 
S. W. Beach, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian chureh of Princeton, where the 
Cleveland family attended, and Rev. 
M. V. Bartlett, former pastor of the 
same church. ‘There will be uo honor- 
ary pall bearers. 

The services at the house will be 
brief, after which the cortege will be 
formed and proceed to the cemetery. 
Only those invited to the funeral and a 
few newspaper men will be permitted 
to enter the cemetery, which will be 
guarded by mounted troops and mem- 
bers of the National Guard of New 
Jersey.

When the situation was presented to 
Mrs. Cleveland and the necessity of 
guarding President Roosevelt against 
possible harm was pointed out to her 
she finally consented to the presence 
of troops to assist in policing the city. 
As soon as the funeral is over and 
President Roosevelt leaves, the troops 
and special police will be withdrawn. 

Mrs. Cleveland spent the day quietly. 
She arose early and shortly afier 6 
o’clock in the morning went to the 
cemetery, where she gave final diree- 
tions for locating the grave. Mr. 
Cleveland will be buried near the grave 
of his eldest daughter, Ruth. 

The ex-president’s body was em- 
baJmed and was placed in a casket and 
taken to the library in the first floor to- 
day, where the ceremonies will be con- 
ducted. A silver plate bears the tn- 
scription: “Grover Cleveland, March 
18, 1837—June 24, 1908.” 

A death mask, taken Wednesday at 
Mrs. Cleveland’s request by Edwin 
Wilson, a sculptor connected with 
Princeton university, when completed 
yesterday showed that Mr. Cleveland 
had become greatly emaciated during 
his fliness.

on board ship. The salute at military 
posts will include thirteen guns at 
dawn and forty-five guns at sunset. 
The colors in the arms also will be 
placed in mourning.

At 6 o'clock last evening a 
guished company silently watched as 
the body was lowered into the grave. 
Then the simple burial service of the 
Presbyterian church was read, and be- 
fore the last of the carriages in the 
cortege had driven up to the path lead- 
ing to the burial place the benediction 
had been pronounced and the members 
of the family, President Roosevelt and 


others who had gathered about the 
grave, were leaving the cemetery. 


Many of the personal friends of the 
dead statesman lingered about the spot 
which was to mark his last resting place 
and each in turn was permitted to cast 
a shovelful of earth into the grave. 


Agreeable to the wishes of Mrs. 
Cleveland, the services both at the 


house and at the cemetery were of the 
simpliest character. An 
scriptural reading, a brief prayer and 
the reading of a William Wordsworth 
poem, “Character of the Happy War 
rior,” constituted the services at the 
house, while the reading of the buria 
service at the grave was brief and im- 
pressive. 

Although the funerel of a 
strictly private nature, those in attend 
ance numbered many distinguished 
citizens, including President Roosevelt, 
Governors Fort of New Jersey, Hughes 
of New York and Smith of 
former members of President Cleve- 
land’s cabinet; officials of the Equit 
able Life Assurance society, members 
of the Princeton university faculty, 
friends and neighbors. 

Mr. Cleveland was buried 
the simplicity and privacy that he him:

A few minutes later the four clergy- 
men who officiated came down the 
stairs to the hall leading to the recep- 
tion room, followetl by Mrs. Cleveland 
and the children, Esther and Richard.

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A REIGN OF TERROR 


Shah of Persia Contioues His 
Work of Violence 


tas 


BOMBARDMENT OF TEHERAN 


Populace Helped Troops Ransack 


Houses After They Had Been 


Stormed--Lives of Foreigners Not 


Altogether Safe--Air Is Pestilential 


Berlin, June 25.—The Local Anzel- 
ger’s special dispatch from Teheran, 
dated Wednesday midulght, says: 

“The bombardment here today lasted 
for an hour aud a half. As was the 
case yesterday, bombs were thrown and 
the Cossack artillery brought up two 
guns and tired upon buildings at close 
range. The house of Zahir-Ed-Dewleh 
fs in ruins, the interior being entirely 
demolished. Looters who entered the 
house, after the bombardment, smashed 
everything they could lay thelr hands 
on. Hundreds of windows in the Buro- 
pean quarter were splintered, owing ts 
the concussion resulting from the fir 

g. 

“The Persian soldiers were particl- 
pants in the plundering and the storm- 
ing of houses, the object of which ia 
many cases was simply to give an ex- 
cuse for looting. The soldiers were 
permitted to load their booty on the 
gun carriages and thus transport it te 
their camp. 

Everywhere throughout the city toe 
day mobs were fighting over the plun- 
der and the Cossacks had the hardest 
task to drive them out of the streets. 
Eventually the Cossacks succeeded in 
this, and toward evening, when quiet 
had been partially restored, the shah 
ordered the bazaars to reopen; other- 
wise they would be bombarded. 


The heat here is terrific and the air 
pestilential. Many dead horses are 
still lying in front of the parliament 
building and probably the corpses of 
men are under the rulns. 

A state of siege has been pro- 
claimed. The situation is serious, for, 
although the people hitherto have re- 
spected Europeans, it is feared that 
lives of foreigners will not be safe for 
long. Doubtless further bombard- 
ments will occur soon. Many refugees 
have fied to the British legation, and 
the shah {s indignant that the right of 
asylum has been accorded them there. 

The bazaars were reopened and for 
a time everything was quiet. The 
Cossacks, however, soon began bom- 
barding some of the grandees’ resi- 
dences, in which it was supposed oppo- 
sition leaders had taken refuge. As 
usual, looting followed the bombard- 
ment, the populace helping the troops 
to ransack the houses. 

A reign of terror prevails here, and 
it is not known how far the shah {s pre- 
pared to go in the way of violence. He 
is now taking steps to prevent an in- 
crease of the occasional terroristic ab 
tacks on the Cossack patrols. 


Sherman Much Improved 

Cleveland, June 25.—James S. Shem 
man, Republican vice presidential can- 
didate, who was taken ill here last Sun- 
day with a passage of gallstones, is 
resting more comfortably. His physt- 
cians are of the opinion that the neces- 
sity for an immediate operation has 
been passed. However, they advised 
Sherman to have the trouble removed 
as soon as he shall get in his normal 
health. It is not expected that Sher- 
man will be able to leave the hospital 
before next Sunday. He attended to 
his correspondence yesterday and sent 
a telegram of condolence to Mrs. Gro- 
ver Cleveland. 


Postponement of Conference 

New Haven, June 25.—On account of 
the continued illness of Representative 
Sherman Mr. Taft has decided to post- 
pone for one week the meeting of the 
sub-committee of the national commit- 
tee which was appointed to meet him in 
conference to select a national chair- 
man. The adjourned meeting will not 
be held until July 8 in Washington. 
“Mr. Sherman,” said Taft, “is anxious 
to be present at the conference, and it 
seems likely now that he will not be 


physically able to be in Washington 
next Wednesday. It is desirable, 


therefore, that the conference be post- 
poned.”

The Prospects In Kansas Are 
Materially Changed 


DAMAGE TO WHEAT BY RUST 


Corn Badly Washed and Anticipated 
Big Yield of Potatoes Will Not 
Be Realized--Even Altalfa Hurt by 


Excessive Moisture$ 


Topeka, June 25.—Floods have mate- 
rially hurt crop prospects in Kansas. 
Within the last three weeks incessant 
rains and overflowing streams have 
done a great part toward devastation. 
It is impossible this early to figure the 
extent gf the dumage done to any uc- 
curate degree. 

Perhaps first to be mentioned in the 
list of injuries to farm crops is that of 


wheat. Corn is not only washed out of 
the fields, but the continued wet 
weather ever above the line of ap- 


proach by the rivers and creeks has 
kept the farmers from cultivating the 
plant for so long that weeds and grass 
have choked it. Oats have been hurt 
by rust and extreme moisture, and the 
Irish and sweet potato crops have been 
hard hit. 

The damage to the wheat crop is by 
rust, and by keeping the farmers out 
of the fields at harvest time. Unless 
the rains cease soon the loss will be 
even greater, as at this time it is prac- 
tically impossible to get harvesting ma- 
chinery into the fields for cutting the 
grain. Something of the same will ap- 
ply to the oats. Of this grain it is said 
50 percent will be about the general 
state yield. 

The great potato-growing stretches 
along the Kaw river have been greatly 
injured by the high water. The prin- 
cipal flood visited the Kaw valley and 
its watershed. Up to the time the high 
water swept down no better outlook for 
potato crops could have been possible 
But the fields have been inundated, 
and where not reached by the streams 
direct, the tubers have suffered from 
the excessive precipitation and are be- 
ginning to rot. 

Approximate estimates place the in- 
jury of the Irish potato crop at from 50 
to 65 percent. For sweet potatoes no 
estimate has been made. 


In all the cases of damage the season 
{s so far advanced that there is little 
opportunity to recover what is lost by 
replanting. An exception exists in the 
case of corn. Many fields are being 
ploughed under and they will be plant- 
ed either to early-maturing northern 
varieties of maize quick-growing 
forage crops, such as Kaffir corn and 
the like. 

Alfalfa has come to be a principal 
standby of the Kansas farmer, but this 
time the first crop of that has been bad- 
ly hurt by moisture. Alfalfa is espe- 
clally susceptible to moisture after be- 
ing cut. Being a plant of rapid growth 
its first crop should be cut and taken 
off the ground the latter part of May or 
early in June, ordinarily. But the 
rains came this and in many 
cases there was no epportunity to mow 
the alfalfa. In other cases where it was 
cut and placed in cocks, those 
were swept away by the flood waters. 

Despite the discouraging outlook, in 
many counties there will b 
of wheat us a beginner.

The severest test of all, however, 
will be the race with the Chester and 
Birmingham, which will probably 
take place early in July, soon after 
the government accepts the Salem. 

The Boston Journal says, What 
promises to be the greatest race in 
the history of the United State navy

The three ships differ in their motive 

power. It is to test the merits of 

these differing types of engines, un- 

der the same weather and tide condi- 

tions, that they will be raced. 

On the recommendation of the en- 
gineer-in-chief of the navy the two 
different types of turbines and the 
reciprocating engines were installed 
in order that the availability of the 
turbine engines for navy use might 
be demonstrated. 

In accordance with this recommen- 
dation, the Salem was equipped with 
Curtis turbines, which have two 
screws, while the Chester and Par- 
sons turbines, which have four 
screws. The Birmingham has two 
sets of four-cylinder triple-expansion 
engines and two screws. The Ches- 
ter and Birmingham have already 
been provisionally accepted by the 
nayy and are now in commission. 

The efficiency tests will be made 
under conditions as nearly equal for 
the ships as can be obtained. The pro- 
gram includes a series of runs, during 
which all three cruisers will have 
equal weather and sea conditions. 
Picked coal of the same quality will 
be furnished all three vessels. ‘The 
amount of coal used in each ship will 
be about the same, so that it will be 
possible to determine which style of 
engine will allow the greatest steam- 
ing radius. 

For some time there has been much 
difference of opinion as ta the com- 
parative merits of the turbine and 
reciprocating engines. To send the 
different ships over the same course 
at different times would leave a 
chance for the old cry of difference 
in tide or weather conditions, so it 
has been decided to send the trio over 
the same course together. 

Although the plans for the big race 
are being kept very quiet, it is known 
that it is intended to bring the three 
fliers down to a starting line together 
and send them over the prescribed.

TORREON IN DANGER

Rich City May Furnish Great 
Pickings For Rebels 


AMERICANS READY TO FLEE 


Mexican Government is Hurrying 
‘Troops to Northern Cities--Fur- 
ther Indications of a Widespread 


“evolutionary Movement 


E! Paso, Tex., June 29.—Vifteen hun 
@red troops have arrived in Torreon to 
protect that city from the expected at- 
tack by revolutionists, and the Amer 
icaus are preparing to send their fami 
lies to the states for safety. 

It is reported that the revolutionists 
have attacked the village of Mata 
moras, about fifteen miles from Tor 
reon, aud have occupied that town. 

Torreon owes its wealth aud position 
Chiefly tu the expenditures of capital 
ists from the United States. There are 
fmimense American enterprises there, 
and if the city should be pillaged the 
blow will be felt in some of the leading 
financial certres of the United States. 

Much uneasiness is felt throughout 
horthern Mexico. ‘Torreon is one of the 
richest cities in the state of Coahuila 
and a ripe plum for pillage. A reign of 
terror exists ower the prospect of a mo 
mentary attack. Many families are 
hiding their valuables, and those who 
can do so are deserting the city, fearful 
that bloodshed may accompany the raid 
for booty. 

Official advices relative to sending 
troops to Torreon say that with the 
forces stationed the town is “now im- 
pregnable.” 

In Chibuahua there is considerable 
alarm among the citizens, and guards 
humbering from twenty to twenty-tive 
soldiers in a single patrol are continu 
ously passing through the streets 
A large number of extra’ police have 
been sworn in to do guard duty. Both 
jails of Chihuahua are protected by re- 
Inforced guards and troops are station 
ed on the roofs of public buildings. 

* The otficers in command of the troops 

at Chihuahua have been quartered 
with their men in readiness to respoud 
to an emergency. 

Two hundred men of the Mexican In 
fantry arrived last night in Juarez, 
across the river from here, and will be 
distributed in the vicinity of that town 
These reinforcements make an aggre- 
gate of 500 soldiers stationed at Juarez. 
Guards are maintained around the jail 
and public buildings at Juarez, and the 
arrival of reinforcements is probably 
responsible for a rumor that the 
Juarez officials are informed of a plan 
to attack the city. 

Governor Cardeleas of Coahuila has 
telegraphed the government of Du- 
rango, notifying him that a number of 
the men responsible for recent dis 
turbances in his state have fled to 
Durango, and requesting all possible 
assistance in apprehending the fugi 
tives. 

Three battalions of regulars sent by 
the federal government to Viesca ar 
rived last night. 

Information brought here by passen 
gers on the incoming Mexican Cent 1 
train fs that all bridges and approaches 
to Torreon on every road except the 
Mexican Central have been burned. 

The International line out of Tor- 
reon, on which is located Matamoras, 
reported to be in the hands of revolu- 
tionists, has suffered heavily, and the 
Coahuila and Pacifie railway is entire- 
ly tied up as the result of depredations 
committed by revolutionists. 

There Is a general movement of 
troops from Mexico to the north and re- 
inforcements are being rushed to Jim- 
inez, which is said to be still in the 
hands of the revolutionists. 


Close Watch on Our Border 

Washington, June 29.—The state de- 
partment received a telegram from 
Jovernor Campbell of Texas, assuring 
the federal government that the state 
of Texas will do all in her power to 
prevent violation of the neutrality laws 
as a result of the reported revolution 
in northern Mexico. Las Vacas, which 


to prevent any violation of the neu 
trality laws of the United States in 
connection with the disturbances along 
the Mexican-Texas border. The Mex 
ican government had requested this 
government to take such precautionary 
measures. 


Telephone Wires Cut 

San Antonio, Tex., June 29.—Offi- 
cers at Fort Sam Houston are kept 
posted on progress of the so-called revo 
Jution in northern Mexico, but have 
received no orders to make preparations 
to march to the border. The rioters, 
numbering about 200, cut the tele- 
phone wires and tore up the rails of the 
railroad between Viesea and Torreon

I have studied 
a great deal about the government of 
this, the second city in the empire. 
It is too dry to talk about just now. 
This monument in the centre is Scott’s 
monument, 

There are buildings I 
would like to show you, but we must 
take another car, a red one, for the 
Caledonian Central Railroad, for our 
train starts at 10 A. M. It is an ex- 
press and it will take one hour and 
five minutes to make the 48 miles to 
Edinburgh. Here we are, we have 
only five minutes and we have got to 
climb all those stone steps. Oh! 
what cars, they are more like a de- 
pot carriage than railroad cars. But 
jump in. We can not all go in one 
car, for there is only room for six in 

each first class carriage. Here is the 
conductor calling tickets before we 
start. After he punches it, he locks 
us in like a lot of sheep. 

Now we are on the go. On the way 
we see the prettiest farms, the cutest 
little fields you ever saw with waving 
grain, and all variety of farming and 
garden crops. Strawberries are now 
in their season here, and you see how 
big they are. One of them is as big 
as half a dozen of ours, and do you 
see those hedges that divide the 
fields? They are thorns and heather 
and other beautiful shrubs. Look at 
those coal mines here and there and 
also oil works. They 
get the oil by crushing a kind of 
stone. And what do you think, J. P. 
Morgan came over here a short time 
ago, and he, like the shrewd man he 
is, went and gobbled the best mines 
around here.

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TRE SANITY CF THAW 


Judge Thinks It Should Be 
Passed Upon by a Jury 


AN APPEAL BY BARTLETT 


Does Not Mention Prisoner's Wife 
In Naming Those Who Seek His 
Liberation--Hearing Proceeds in 


Spite of Opposition of Jerome 


White Plains, N. Y., June 30.—Harry 
Thaw’s chances for a jury trial as to 
lis sanity appear to be bright. At the 
couclusion of argument before Justice 
Mills the justice ordered that Thaw 
should be detained in the Poughkeepsie 
jail, and adjourned the case to July 13, 
when new urguments and attidavits 
will be submitted. Thaw was taken 
back to Poughkeepsie. 

When the case came up, Mr. Bartlett, 
counsel for Thaw, began an address to 
the court on the legal puints involved 
iu the habeas corpus over the objection 
of District Attorney Jerome, who an- 
bounced his inteution of asking for u 
ten days’ adjournment to give him time 
to prepare a return to the writ, but as 
Bartlett is to sail for Europe this morn- 
ing, the court decided that he should 
be heard at this time.

Harry ‘Thaw has been 
acquitted of the crime of murder and 
he stands before the law as innocent as 
any man who hears my And I

Mr. Bartlett grew more dramatic as 
he continued: “We ask for a trial by 
jury unless your honor sball on the 
points we have raised be satistied of 
the justice of our position and dis 
charge this young man from custody. 
In behalf of Harry Thaw, in behalf of 
his relatives, mother, r, brother 
all his relatives and friends—I muke

Judge Mills asked if there were 
proper facilities at the hospital for 


guarding the prisoner and preventing 
his escape. The question brought all 
the counsel! to their Assistant 
District Attorney Conger objected to 
Thaw’s return to the Poughkeepsie 
jail. Bartlett asked that Thaw be de 
tained either in the Westchester jail, 
the Poughkeepsie jail or the Hudson 
River state hospital while the proceed 
Ings were pending. District Attor- 
ney Winslow said that in the Westches- 
ter jail Thaw would have to occupy a 
cell like any ordinary prisoner 


feet. 


Mr. Jerome made a long argument 
against Thaw going anywhere but to 
Matten wan, which be described as the 
one proper place provided by the legis 
lature for the treatment of such pris 
oners. 

“IT most earnestly object to the hip 
podroming of this man around the 
country from one county to another. 
Such proceedings bring justice into dis- 
repute. Justice Dowling and Justice 
Morschauser have both committed 
Thaw to Matteawan and it is the one 
proper place in which he can be secure- 
ly confined and receive proper medical 
treatment. I regard him as a danger- 
ous paranoiac, who seeks an opportu 
nity to escape out of the jurisdiction of 
this state to which he cannot be re 
turned under requisition.” 

Bartlett responded warmly to Je 
rome, who, he said, was conducting the 
prosecution of Thaw beyond the verdict 
of the jury, beyond the limits of his 
duty. 

“Why,” said Bartlett, “I was told at 
Matteawan that I could have but nine 
teen minutes in which to talk with 
Thaw, and I was virtualiy fired on the 
twentieth minute, We will give a bond 
of $100,000 that he will not try to es- 
cape from any institution. If be was a 
poor man he would have been dis- 
charged long ago. secause he is re 
puted to have money he is 1 garded 
with suspicion. It is going back to the 
horrors and tortures of the dark ages 
in favor of cruel oppression.” 

Judge Mills ended the many-sided 
argument by announcing: “I believe 
{t should be only a matter of time when 
this man ought to have a jury trial. I 
am not prepared to say whether it 
should be now or later. I will grant an 
adjournment to receive affidavits and 
arguments and will detain the prisoner 
in the meantime.” 

New arguments and affidavits will be 
submitted to Mills on Monday, July 13, 
in support of the application for a jury 
trial and by Jerome in opposition. 


Dangerously Insane Person 

New York, June 30.—Justice Dow- 
ling of the supreme court, who pre- 
sided at the second trial of Harry K. 
Thaw, yesterday denied Thaw’s ¢ppli 
eation to be removed from the asylum 
for the criminal insane at Matteawan to 
some other institution, on the ground 
that Thaw was a dangerously insane 
person, not to be punished, but to be 
kept under restraint, that he might not 
injure himself or any one else. 


YORK DRAWBRIDGE OPEN 


Selectmen Bow to Will of the United 
States Government 

York, Me., June 30.—The York draw- 

bridge, which has been closed to the 

passage of vessels on account of the re- 


fusal of the yelectmen of the town to 


accept the completed bridge from a 
town committee which had the over- 
sight of the repairs, was opened today, 
the selectmen having decided to recede 
from their position on account of the 
announcement that criminal proceed- 
ings would be brought against them 
by the United States government. A 
Statement issued by them says they 
opened the draw under protest. 

Today a tag of the Piscataqua Navi 
gation company came up the river with 
an empty barge to brickyards above 
the bridge, and this vessel was the first 
to pass through the now-famous draw. 
Three barges were in waiting for the 
draw to open. They were brought up 
one at a time by the Piscataqua Navi- 
gation company tugs in order if possi 
ble to force the selectmen to accede to 
the order of the navy department, is- 
sued on June 15, declaring that the 
river must be kept open to navigation 
above and below the bridge. In each 
of the three instances the bridge re 
mained closed, the town authorities re 
fusing to open it. It is said that the 
prosecution proposed by District Attor 
ney Whitehouse Involved a  pussible 
fine of $1000 in each case 

The Piscataqgua Navigation com 
pany has announced its intention of 
bringing suits against the town for 
demurrage and the brick companies 
have also threatened suit.

It is believed that he may 
be connected with the alleged abduc- 
tion of Anna L. Dehner of Hartford, 
who, it is said, was carried away re- 
cently by a man claiming to be’ Lieu- 
tenant Capehart of the United States 
army. Officers are expected from 
Hartford today to determine if he has 
any resemblance to the Capehart 
wanted in that city.
